DEBATE DOES HOT CHANGE 
NELGIBILITY. SECTION

City Marshal To Be Elected by Coun- 
cil and Terms of City Officers 
Made Four Years—Method 
of Impeachment of 
Officials. 


The charter committee had a Hvely 
meeting yesterday afternoon. The debate 
was sometimes personal and occasionally 
Waxed rather warm. 

One of the most radical changes made 
by the committee was in regard to the 
city marshal. A section was adopted 
providing that this officer shall be elected 
by the general council instead of by the 
people, as has been the custom in the 
past. 

Another important change was made in 
the terms of office of the city elerk, comp- 
troller, commissioner of public works, 
city attorney, city marshal, city engineer, 
city tax collector, building inspector, city 
treasurer, city sexton, city street improve- 
ment collector, city electrician, license {n- 
epector, health officer and tax assessors. 
These officers are all now elected for a 
term of two years, but the new charter 
will provide that they shall be elected for 
@ term of four gears, 

A chapter was also adopted which pro- 
vides for the manner of impeaching t§yg 
mayor and other city officials and stating 
the method of bringing and conducting 
impeachment proceedings. 

All of these three sections were adopted 
without any debate and without oppost- 
tion. 

When the meeting was called fo order 
Chairman Hillyer was absent in the T’nit- 
ed States court and Alderman Harvey 
Johnson was selected to preside during his 
absence. 

Criticism from Barrett. 

The first speech of the day was made 
by Ex-Councilman Charles Barrett, who 
secured the floor as a matter of personal 
privilege and proceeded to tel] the mem- 
bers of the committee what the public 
835id of their work. 

Mr. Barrett declared that there was a 
great deal of dissatisfaction among the 
people over what they thought was going 
on in the committee. He said that the 
people had an fdea that the committee 
was fixing things to keep certain men in 
office. He declared that to be untrue so 
far as he was concerned. He spoke of 
the work of redistricting the city and 
sald that he thought it had all been 
settled but that he found the people did 
not like what had been done. Mr. Bar- 
rett dia not mince words and poured 
some hot shot into the committee. 

. The first lively debate of the day arose 
over an effort to strike that part of the 
charter which was up for final adoption 
which provides that councilmen and alder- 
men should not succeed themselves. John 
C. Reed moved to change this section so 
that councilmen and aldermen could suc- 
ceed themselves and his motion precipitat- 
ed the debate. This matter had been set- 
tiled by the committee once before and 
the effort to reopen it met with a flooa 
of opposition. Mr. Reed ang Mr. Barrett 
both spoke for the change. Mr. Martin 
ergued against it.

CITIES AND COUNTIES 
LEFT IN CHAOTIC STATE 


Cleveland City Government Is Held 
To Be Unconstitutional and a Gen- 
eral Upheaval Will Result 
in the Domain of Tom 
L. Johnson. 


Columbus, Ohio, June 26.—An extra ses- 
sion of the Ohio legislature now is cer- 
tain. The supreme court during the pres- 
ent week held a number of important 
laws to be tnvalid. Decisions handed 
down today held the Cleveland city gov- 
ernment to be unconstitutional, also a 
special law for the city of Toledo, taking 
the control of the police out ef the hands 
of Mayor Jones. 

The court in the Trauger case directs 
Governor Nash to appoint a lieutenant 
governor. Lieutenant Governor Nippert 
was appointed probate judge of Hamilton 
county, and President Pro Tem. Archer, 
of the senate, was supposed to succeed 
to the Hieutenant governorship. The con- 
tention of Trauger that there is a vacan- 
cy in the office is sustained. 

The court sustained the validity of the 
Royer act, which places the jurisdiction 
of the supreme court to a certain class 
of cases and takes away 95 per cent of 
its ‘jurisdiction in appeal cases. 

On Tuesday the court held special sal- 
ary laws for county officers to be uncon- 
stitutional, so that things in the cities 
named as well as in forty-two of the 
eighty-eight counties named are left in 
a chaotic state. 

It is the opinion of the state offictals 
that an extra session of the legislature 
will have to be called to straighten out 
these matters. 

Cleveland, Ohio, June 26.—Mayor John- 
son is in New York city for a few days. 
During his absence Director of the Law 
Beacon is the acting mayor. When asked 
what would be the effect of the supreme 
court’s decision declaring the federal plan 
of government (under which the city is 
governed) unconstitutional, Mr. Beacon 
said there would be no effect felt until 
October, when the mandate of the court 
will become effective. As a result of the 
déision there will be a general upheava) 
of officials in the city’s government. The 
directors of law, public works, fire, police 
and charities will be removed from of- 
fice and as a result possibly the numerous 
clerks in their respective departments. 
The federal plan. law is unusual in that 
it centralizes all responsibility in the may- 
or, who is held to account for the faith- 
ful performance of duty. The law was 
attacked on the ground that it was spe- 
cial legisiation.

Southern Expected To Take 
Over All the Non-Com- 
peling Lines 


BALANCE OF SYSTEM MA 
G0 TO GEORGIA SOUTHERK 


Southern’s Line to Macon and Cen- 
tral’s on to Savannah Would 
* Make Much Shorter Route. 
G. S. and F. Would Be 
Important System. 


‘Report freely circulated in the railroad 
world has it that the Central of Georgia 
railway is to be wiped off the map and 
the lines composing it divided between 
the Southern and the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, while the Atlantic, Valdosta 
and Western is also to be given to the 
latter road. 

Another version of the. consolidation 
story ig that the Georgia Southern and 
Florida and the Atlantic, Valdosta and 
Western are to be merged with the Cen- 
tral of Georgia. 

No confirmation could be obtained of 
either rumor, neither does any One pro- 
fess to know when the changes will go 
into effect, but that one or the other of 
the consolidations named above wil] be 
consummated is confidently believed by 
the majority of the railroad men of At- 
lanta. 

For a long time it has been known that 
the Southern owns a controlling interest 
in both the Central of Georgia and the 
Georgia Southern and Florida. Recently 
it acquired a controlling interest in the 
Atlantic, Valdosta and Western. That 
these thre corporations, all of which are 
owned by the Southern, will be operated 
separately much longer seems out of the 
question to those who have watched the 
progress of railroad consolidation in re- 
cent years. 

Some Strong Reasons Given. 

The Southern parallels the Central of 
Georgia between Atlanta and Macon and 
also between Chattanooga and Griffin. 
It, consequently, cannot take over these 
lines without violating the. fundamental 
law of the state, but all the other proper- 
ties of the Central of Georgia can be 
legally absorbed by the Southern. 

Since by the arrangement made at the 
time of the absorbtion of the Plant sys- 
tem into the Atlantic Coast Line the 
Southern gained trackage rights Into 
Jacksonville, it has a line competing 
with the Georgia Southern and Florida 
and the Atlantic, Valdosta and Western, 
which form the short line between Ma 
con and Jacksonville. and consequently. 
cannot take them over. 

In order to reduce the expense of op- 
erating these Hines and still keep within 
the pale of the law it has been deter- 
mined, so the rumors have it, to reduce 
the four corporations to two. All the 
lines which Go not compete with Iifnes 
operated by the southern at the pres- 
ent time will be combined with the 
Southern system, it {fs said, and those 
that cannot be so combined will he 
merged into another system. 

The two corporations, it is stated, will 
be made up as follows: The lines of the 
Central of Georgia from Atlanta to Ma- 
con and from Chattanooga to Griffin will 
be turned over to the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, which ill. also be given 
the Atlantic, Valdosta ahd Western. All 
the remaining Ines of the Central of 
Georgia will be merged into the Southern 
system. 

Short Line to Savannah. 

The Southern, it Is expected. will nee 
its own line between Atlanta and Macon 
and the Central’s line from Macon to 
Savannah for through service between 
Atlanta and Savannah. This wil! shorten 
the distance between Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah 16 miles, making i{t 278 instead 
of 2994. as it is at present over the Cen- 
tra] of Georgia. The southwestern lines 
of the Central of Georgia will, in all 
probability, be operated by the Southern 
just as they are operated by the Central 
now. The addition of the Alabama lines 
will give the Southern another line Into 
Birmingham and an entry into Mont- 
gomery. 

By this addition the Southern would 
gain 1,742 miles of what is now the Cen- 
tral of Georgia. The Southern would 
then have a total mileage of 8,476. Of 
this 1,999 would Ile in Georgia. 

The Georgia Southern and F orida, 
with the addition of the lines of the 
Central narned abbve and the Atlantic, 
Valdosta and Western, would form a 
system of 69% miles. The present line of 
that road is 285 miles In length, the At- 
lantic, Valdosta and Western ts 110 miles 
in length, while the lines of the Central 
which would go to it have 301 miles. 
Over this line the distance from Atlanta 
to Jacksonville would be 364 ftniles. oe 
the 
‘Dixie Flyer route.” If the consolida- 
tion is madé on this line, through train 
service between Atlanta and Jackson- 
ville would in all probability be inaugu- 

ver this route. 
— - The Other Plan. 

If the Georgia Southern and Florida 
and the Atlantic, Valdosta and Western 
were added to the Central of Georgia, 
as the other version has it, that system 
would be made quite a formidable affair, 
having 2,240 miles of track. This would 
to a large extent sccomplish the same 
desired result as the other combination— 
a great saving in operating expenses. 
However, it is believed that it is the 
idea of the Southern officials to get as 
much of their property»as possible into 
the Southern system, and for this reason, 
if for no other, the first consolidation 
outlined will be the one followed. 

The fact that the Central of Georgia 
and the Ocean Steamship Company, 
which have been associated for years, 
have been recently separated is taken by 
many as a confirmation of the rumor that 
the Central of Georgia is soon to take 
its place among the forgotten rcads. 

As to whether the consolidation will 
come when the Southern gets possession 
of the Atlantic, Vald¢sta and Western on 
July 1, or whether it will be delayed for 
months, or even years, no one knows; 
but that it is cqming every railroad man

Two Fatal Accidents Occur in 
a Coal Mine in New 
Jersey, 


FIVE MEN ARE MANGLED 
TRYING TQ SAVE OTHERS 


Trying To Reach the Victim of the 
First Accident, They Are Buried 
by a Tremendous Fall of 
Earth and Rock. 


Dover, N. J., June 26.—Two accidents in 
No. 2 shaft in the Richard mine about 2 
miles north of Dover ihis afternoon re- 
sulted in the death of ‘ive and the prob- 
able injury of a sixth, 

It was in the Richard mine in which 
Frederick Nichola, an experienced miner, 
was buried under thousands of tons of 
earth and rock on Tuesday. Four of 
the men who were killed were only about 
half an hour before they mct death work- 
ing with others trying to recover Nicn- 
ols’ body. , 

The first of the two accidents today 
occurred when John Morich, Albert Da- 
vis and two other minerf were loading 
carg in a level 770 feet below ground. A 
slab from a neighboring pillar fell on 
two of the men. One was rescued badly 
injured. 

‘Then another rescue party went Into 
the shaft. A few minutes later: one of 
them, badly brutsed and cut, reached the 
mouth of the mine. While they were try- 
ing to reach the body of the victim of 
the first accident another body of ofe 
had fallen from the same pillar, burying 
four of the men. 


HAHN SURRENDERED BY NASH. 


Former Insurance Commissioner of 
Oltt) Wanted in New York. 

Columbus, Ohio; June 26-—Governor 
Nash today honored a requisition from 
New York for William Hahn, insurance 
commissioner of Ohio under McKinley. 
Detective Brindley will take Hahn to New 
York, where he will answer to the charge 
of grand larceny. Hahn was indicted for 
larceny of $36,745 from an insurance com- 
pany which he was connected with. 

Mansfield, Ohio, June 26.—As a result of 
Governor Nash granting the extradition 
papers from New York in the case of 
former State Insurance Commissioner 
Willlam M. Hahn, he was arrested here 
at noon. 

New York, June 26.—The district at- 
torney of this county today received a 
telegram from Columbus, Ohio, saying 
that Governor Nash had signed extradi- 
tion papers at the request of Governor 
Gdell for the apprehension of William 
H. Hahn, former vice president of the 
insolvent Manhattan Fire Insurance 
Company, who has been indicted here 
for the larceny of $39,360. 


Hahn was for many years a prominent | 


figure in Ohio state politics. He was re- 
publican national committeeman from 
1891 to 1896. when he was succeeded by 
Senater Hanna. He was at one time 
state insurance commissioner of Ohio, 
and was chairman of the ctate repubiican 
committee at the fime Mr. McKinley was 
elected governor. He also was president 
of the Mansfield, Ohio, national bank for 
many years. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan said 
today that Hahn was vice president of 
the Menhattan Fire Insurance Company, 
which went into the handg of a receiver 
on May 7, 1901. The company failed with 
liabilities of over $€00,000, while the ten- 
able assets were abcut $200. Just oefore 
the company failed a statement had been 
filed with the state insurance depart- 
ment showing the unimpaired capital 
stock to be $500,000 and a surplus of liabi!l- 
ities over assets cf £40,000. 


VATICAN FEARS FOR PRESTIGE. 


Delay in Accepting the Proposals of 
_ Taft Is Explained. 

Tondon, June 2%:—-The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Times, referring to the 
presence there of William H. Taft, civil 
governor of the Philippine islands, says 
in a communication dated June 16: 

‘The vatican is anxious not only to keep 
on good terms with the Washington gov- 
ernment, but also obtain the compensa- 
tion, which Judge Taft is understood to 
offer, for the dispossession of the monks 
in the Philippines. | 

“But as such dispossession involves 
some loss of prestige, the vatican is 
obliged to act cautiously in appearing 
to sanction such a precedent. 

“It is rumored that this situation gave 
rise to clever fencing on the part of Car- 
dinal Rampolla, the papal secretary of 
state. Besides being the protector of 
the Augustinians, one of the four relig- 
fous orders in the Philippines coricerned, 
Cardinal Rampolla is also a candidate for 
the papal tiara and he does not intend 
to stand alone in incurring odium by 
signing away the rights of four genera- 
tions in return for hard cash. He has 
hence obtained the appointment of a co-m 
mission, including his chief rvals in the 
candidacy for the tiara, --hose chances 
in the eventual conclave will thus be com- 
promised equaiiy with his own.”

EDWARD ASKS FOR FOOD 
AND THEN SMOKES CIGAR 


Queen Sits with the Husband All 
the Evening and Only Leaves 
Him After He Falls In- 
to a Peaceful 
Sleep. 


London, June 26.—Midnight—Those 
around King Edward continue to be as- 
tonished:at his rapid recovery. The slight- 
ly annoying symptoms mentioned fn the 
bulletin issued late tonight are quite Iin- 
consequential compared to the fact, 
which-the Associated Press has learned, 
that his majesty again took food tonight 
and was afterwards allowed to smoke a 
cigar, 

Queen Alexandra sat with her husband 
all the evening and only left him after 
he had fallen into peaceful sleep. 

Mention by the king’s doctors of the 
care with which food is administered to 
the royal patient and of the return of 
pain in the wound can gafely be taken as 
merely an earnest of their conscientious 
intention to make public the slightest 
adverse symptoms, however unimportant. 

Courage of the King. 

The king’s courage and good temper 
are remarkable and today he personally 
wrote several tefegrams and one or two 
notes. 

As evidence of the king's persistent re- 
fusal to efface himself from his connec- 
tion with state affairs and in corrobora- 
tion of the statement that the physicians 
are satisfied with their patient’s condl- 


. tion, it is learned that besides personally 


opening telegrams Wednesday evening, 
King Edward then inststed upon a full 
“inspection of the honor list. There was 
one appointment of 4onsiderable im- 
portance, which had not been definitely 
cecided at that time. The king approved 
this nomination and gave the final order 
to the department interested, thus saving 
one of the recipients of honors from se- 
vere disappointment. 

Tonight King Edward is better in every 
way than he was last night or this morn- 
ing. The return of pain in his wound 
is not accompanied ‘by any appreciable 
increase of temperature. In fact, King 
Edward’s doctors are in¢lined to regard 
the patient’s pain and his appetite as 
healthy symptoms, although, with the 
reserve they have maintained througbout, 
they refrain from commenting thereon. 

Queen is Hopeful. 


To these hopes of a favorable issue of 


the king’s illness no less an authority 
than the queen gives encouragement. 
Writing to the lord mayor of London, Sir 
Joseph C. Dimsdale, today, to thank him 
for his expressions of the sympathy of 
the city of London, Queen Alexandra 
says: 

“The queen rejoices to think that the 
bulletin of this morning gives a favor- 
able report of the king.” 

Following the expressed desire of the 
prince of Wales, the arrangements for 
illuminating the city, which involved the 
costly erection of set pleces for electric 
and gas lights, will be allowed to remain 
and will be utilized “immediately, it is 
authoritatively announced, that the king 
is out of danger.” 

By the king’s personal desire the royal 
pardons of offenders in the army will go 
into effect just as if the coronation had 
occurred. 

Prayers Elsewhere. 
The most striking feature of corona- 


tion day, as it is still called, was the uni- 


versal substitution of services of intem 
cession for those of rejoicing. These ser. 
vices. occurred throughout the country 
and on board the great fleet that lies un- 
reviewed in Portsmouth harbor. Yet even 
these lacked pathetic and dramatic ele- 
ments. In the face of today’s favorable 
bulletins tears and litanies are obviously 
out of place. The crowds that packed 
the streets of the metropolis until mid- 
night tonight evidently appreciated this; 
they did not ‘‘maffick,”’ but there was a 
general sense of rejoicing, which, even 
with the most unruly section, failed to 
become inordinate. 
No Question of a Regency. 

At no time has there been any se- 
rious suggestion of the establishment of 
a regency. The most that was done was 
in the way of pure speculation, suggest- 
ing that the prince of Wales might act for 
his father as King Edward (then prince 
of Wales) frequently did for Queen Vic- 


| toria in former days and particularly dur- 


ing her last illness, but without his hav- 
ing been formally dppointed regent. 

The absence of ambiguity in the lan- 
guage of the medical bulletins has done 
much to restore confidence In the public 
mind in regard to the oytcome of the 
king's illness. 

According.to The Birmingham Post, im- 
mediately after hearing of King Edward's 
jliness Emperor William telegraphed to 
Prince Henry of Prussia, who was in Lon- 
don, setting forth how he was grieved 
by the news and. offering to come imme- 
diately to London to see his uncle if 
there was any immediate danger. Prince 
Henpy is said to have replied with as- 
suring news.

BAILEY MAKES A PROTEST 


Texas Senator Asserts That It Is 
Wrong To Vote Money for 


» Such Purpose. 


Washington, June 26.—The genera) defi- 
ciency bill, the last of the Big supply 
measures, Was passed by the senate today 
practically without debate. A slight pro- 
test was made against the appropriations 
of $500,000 for the Buffalo exposition and 
$160,000 for the Charleston, 8. C., exposi- 
tion, but finally they were included in the 
bill. The measure also carries $45,000 for 
the payment of the expenses of the last 
iliness and death of President McKinley, 
that amount including the pay of the 
physicians. . 

When the appropriations of $500,000 for 
the Buffalo Pan-American exposition, and 
$160,000 for the Charleston, 8. C., exposi- 
tion were reached, Mr. Bailey, of Texas, 
protested. He insisted that if congress 
should meet the present demands it would 
be called upon to meet a still greater de- 
ficit in the St. Louis exposition. He 
thought it was a gross misplacement of 
public money. 

Other senators, Mr, Hale, Mr. Spooner 
and Mr. Teller, while they sympathized 
with Mr.. Bailey's views, thought that 
the calamity which had befallen the peo- 
ple«in Buffalo in’ the assassination of 
President McKinley had much to do with 
the deficiency, and should be taken into 
consideration. 

Mr. Hale believed the example of these 
citiés would be a means of stopping the 
mad rush of cities for expositions. He 
hoped that mot again in a generation 
would the government extend financial 
aid to exposition enterprises. 

With the understanding that the pres- 
ent appropriations were not to be consid- 
ered as a precedent Mr. Bailey withdrew 
his objection and the améndments were 
agreed to. 

By a vote of 18 to 30, the senate, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Money, of Mississippi, de- 
clined to. consider the bill to revive and 
amend an act which provides for the pay- 
ment for cotton seized by the union forces 
during the civil war. 


FOR RECIPROCITY WITH CUBA. 


Quesada and Hill, of State Depart- 
ment, Are Conferring. 
Washington, June 2%.—Senor Quesada, 
the Cuban, minister, and Acting Secre- 
tary Hill were engaged today in going 
over the bases of a reciprocity treaty 
between the United States and Cuba. 
The matter has progressed to the point 
where it would be easy to reduce it to 
the final form in which it would go to 
the senate in a very short time. This is 
accounted for by the fact that no sub-. 
stantial points of difference between the 

negotiators have developed. 

It is understood that the war depart- 
ment was..consulted ip-the early stages. 
These negotiations do not signify ‘that 
it: is the intention to submit: a reciprecity, 
treaty to& the senate at the present -ses- 
sion; though the Cuban minister has pro- 
fessed his willingness and ability, if the 
thing were desired, to secure promptly 
from: his government the exceptional and 
extraordinary powers that would be 
needed to enable him to con@ude the 
treaty, and the administration regards 


it as a wise proposition te have a treaty 


all. prepared and ready for immediate 
ratification. The state department ‘s 
carefully protecting the details of the 
schedules as they are so far embodied 


in the treaty, but it is believed that tney 


are very similar to the items set out in 
the pending Cuban reciprocity bill. 


BRANTLEY CALLS ON KNOX 


To Explain Provisions of the Val- 
dosta Court Bill. 
Washington, June 26—(Special.)—Repre- 
sentative Brantley called at the depart- 
ment of justice this morning to explain 
to Attorney General Knox the provisions 
of the Valdosta court bill so that he will 
be familiar with the subject when the 
measure is referred to him prior to its 

approval by the president. 

Senator Bacon, who piloted the bill suc- 
cessfully through the senate yesterday, 
accompanied Mr. Brantley to the depart- 
ment of justice and joined in explaining 
the necessity for this new legislation. As 
the Brantley bill passed both houses with- 
out the slightest opposition, it is fair to 
assume that the president will promptly 
approve it.

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RECORD IN THE WALLER CASE. 


It Has Been Received at the War 


Department. 

Washington, June 26.—The record of the 
courtmartial proceedings in the case of 
Major L. W. T. Waller, of the marine 
corps, who was acquitted of the charge 
of illegally killing Filipino prisoners, was 
received at the war department today, It 
will be considered by Secretary Root in 
connection with the review of the testi- 
mony and findings of the courtmartial in 
the case of Brigadier Genéfal J. H. 
Smith. 

The Waller case was closed with the 
approva! of the action of the courtmar- 
tial which aca®itted him, but the Smith 
case is still subject to the action of the 
president. It is genéerally understood that 
the court found the charges against 
Smith were not sustained and acquitted 
him. The impression prevails that the 
president will improve the opportunity to 
express his ideas upon the subject of 
conduct of military affairs in the Philip- 
pines.

PHILIPPINE BIL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Democratic Substitute for Tem- 
porary Control Lost =, 


Patterson’s Anti-Slavery Amendment 
Also Voted Down by Repwbli- 
cans—McCall the Only Re- 
publican To Vote 


Against Bill. 


Washington, June 26.—At 8 o’clock to- 
night, at the end of a nine-hour session, 
and of a debate lasting night and day 
for a week, the house passed the Philip- 
pines civil government %ill, practically 
as it came from the committee. It was 
a party vote, 141-97, with the exception 
of Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, who 
voted with the democrats. The minority 
substitute for the establishment of a 
temporary government in the islands and 
their pernian2nt independence as s00n as 
a stable government could be:eéstablish- 
ed was defeated by 95 to 136. 

* The debate during the day was at times 
of a lively character. The democrats 
offered a multitu@e of amendments, but 
all were voted down, including one offer- 
ed by Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, to 
prohibit slavery or involuntary servitude 
in the islands. 

Against Self-Government. 

The greatest interest attached to an 
amendment offered by Mr. McCall, repub- 
lican, of Massachusetts, &o the end of 
the bill, to declare the policy of the 
United States to be to develop the ca- 
pacity of the Filipinos for safe guvern- 
ment and pledging the faith of the 
United States to grant them  self- 
governmert. The democrats challenged 
their political adversaries to declare 
their future policy. Mr. Grosvenor, of 
Ohio, and Mr Cooper, of Wisconsin, said 
it would be unwise to mortgage the fu- 
ture by making such a declaration now, 
and the latter quoted Governor Taft as 
saying that such a promise now would 
tend to prevent the pacification of the 
islands. The amendment was lost—8s0 to 
128. It was a-strict party vote, except 
for Mr. McCall and Mr. Littlefield, of 
Maine, who voted with the democrats 
for the amendment. 

The substitute for the senate Philip- 
pines civil government bill differs from 
the bill as it passed the senate, princi- 
pally in the following: . 

The house substitute prevides for a 
complete system of civil government, 
with a legislature, to consist of two 
houses, one of which shall be a popular 
assembly, elected by the Filipino people. 

Provisions of House Bill. 

The senate bill contained no sth pro- 
vision. The iegislature is to be chosen 
after “the existing insurrection in the 
Philippines shall have ceased and com- 
plete peaee shall have been established 
therein and the fact certified to the presi+ 
dent by the Philippine commission.’’ The 


house substitute also amplifies the “bill 


of rights,’’ enimerated in the senate 
measure, and atids to the number of is- 
sues which can be appealed to the su- 
preme court of the United States. The 


house measure also defines with greater 


detail than the senate the rights of 
citizenship of those residing in the islands, 
and provides that all residents shall re- 
ceive the same protection from tne United 
States in respect to their relation with 
foreign governments as is_ accorded to 


citizens of the United States. : 


The senate bill provided a silver stan- 
dard, sOmewhat in extension and per- 
fection of that now in existence. The 
house measure provides a gold standard 
system with the gold dollar of the United 
States as the standard unit of value for 
the islands. The main coin is td be the 
peso, made in silver, but of a gold value, 
and this 's to bea divided into’ subsidiary 
pieces of money, being devices emblem- 
atical of American sovereignty. Pro- 
vision also is made for a system of paper 
currency for banks, and a _ complete 
financial system, the details being differ- 
ent from those in the senate measure, 
although following the same general lines. 
In dealing with the grant of franchises, 
the house bill places many more restri-- 
tions on such grants than the senate bill. 
In this respect the restrictions provided 
by the house follow the lines of those 
provided for Porto Rico. Both bills pro- 
vide for acquiring the friar lands and 
for the issue of bonds sufficient to pay 
for the lands, the senate provision mak- 
ing théeinterest rate 41-2 per cent and 
the house 6 per cent. Both measures 
contain extended progjsions relative to 
timber lands, harbor and internal im- 
provements and for two delegate commis- 
sioners, chosen by the Filipino people, 
to represént them in Washington and 
have the privilege of the floor of the 
house. 


Clark Ridicules Funston. 
During the debate on the bill, Mr. Clark, 
of Missouri, ridiculed Mr. Landis’ glow- 
ing eulogy of General Funston. “If Fun- 


ston was the great hero the gentleman 


from Indiana made him out to be,” said 
Mr. Clark, ‘“‘the ticket nominated by the 
next republican convention should bs 
‘Freddy and Teddy,’ not ‘Teddy and 
Freddy.’ ’’ 

Mr. Clark reiterated his denunciation 
of Mr. Landis’ statement that the demo- 
crats, after dragging the republicans into 
the Spanish war had run away, denounc- 
ing the statement as a foul slander. As 
many democrats, he said, had fought in 
the Spanish war as republicans. Dewey, 
Schley (democratic applause), Old Jve 
Wheeler (demoeratic applause), and Hoo- 
son,"” said he, ‘all wrote their names 
high and there were other democratic he- 
roes, more obscure, on land and sea. There 
was no politics in the Spanish war—nune 
in its inception, none during its progress. 
It was only upon its conclusion that poli- 
tics entered, when a mean conspiracy 
tried to rob Schley of the credit that 
was his due.

Mr, McCaii, cepuplicdh, of sdussachu-

Mr. McCall made a vigorous speech in 
support of his amendmeng, saying that 
now was the proper time for a declara- 
tion by this government as to Philippine 
policy. The amendment was defeated. 

Mr. Jones, democrat, of Virginia, then 
offered as an amendment the substitute 
prepared by ‘the minority, which , pro- 
vided for the temporary government of 
the islands pending the granting of per- 
manent independence to the archipelag». 
Mr. Jones’ amendment was defeated and 
the bill was passed. 

The house then adjourned. 
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ADMIRAL DEWEY. 
ON PHILIPPINES 


Hero of Manila fay Appears 
efore Senate Committee 


Dewey Denies That He Ever Recog- 
nized Aguinaldo’s Republic in 
Any Way—Light on the 
Surrender of the City 
of Manila. 


Washington, June 26.—Admiral Dewey 
made a statement before the senate com- 
mittee on the Philippines today concern- 
ing the early operations at Manila when 
he wag in command of the American 
forces in Philippine waters. The admiral’s 
statement contributed an important addi- 
tion to the history of the surrender of 
the city of Manila. These consisted of a 
positive statement by the admiral to the 
effect that the city had been surrendered 
to him at the time that the Spanish fleet 
Was sunk and that when the city did 
surrender it was in pursuance of a defi- 
nite understanding between himself and 
the Spanish governor general. 

The admiral was questioned by Senator 
Lodge. He said he had first heard from 
Aguinaldo and his friends about April l, 
1898, a month before the battle in Manila 
bay, when it became certain that there 
was to be war. 

Didn’t Wait for Aguinaldo. 

“I then heard that there were a num- 
ber of Filipinos who desired to accom- 
pany the fleet to Manila,’’ he continued. 

“All of them were young and éarnest. 
I did not attach much importance to 
them or to what they said. The day 
befpre we left Hong Kong I received a 
telegram from Consul General Pratt, lo- 
cated at Singapore, saying that Aguinal- 
do was at Singapore and would join me 
at Hong Kong. I replied, ‘All right; tell 
him to come aboard,’ but I attached so 
little importance to the message that I 
sailed without Aguinaldo and before he 
arrived. There was then many promises 
as to what the Filipinos would do, but I 
did not depend upon them. Consul Wil- 
liams assured me that upon our arrival 
and the firing of the first gun 30,000 Fili- 
pinos would rise. None did rise and I 
frequently joked him on this point.” 

Admiral Dewey said that the Spanish 
governor wanted to surrender the city to 
him after the destruction of the fleet; 
that he (Dewey) would have accepted the 
forma] surrender if he had thad 65,000 
troops to garrison the city. He told 
about Aguinaldo’s arrival, saying that he 
put him’ ashore and told him to organize 
his people. Aguinaldo came back dis- 
couraged and wanted to go to Japan, but 
the admiral told him to*continue his ef- 
forts. The admiral said he paid no at- 
tention to Aguinaldo’s first proclamation 
of independenc@®sof the Filipinos. Speak- 
ing of Aguinaldo’s military operations, 
he said he did wonderfully in whipping 
the Spaniards. 

Never Recognized Aguinaldo. 

Admiral Dewey said emphatically that 
he never had recognized Aguinaldo’s gov- 
ernment, nor did he salute Aguinaldo’s 
flag. He never called Aguinaldo “gen- 
eral,” but addressed him as “Don 
Emlio.”’ 

The admiral said he had never given 
republic the slightest 
recognition; that he had no authority to 
do so and did not consider it an organized 
government. He said the Spaniards yere 
fearful of the Filipinos entering Manila 
and therefore surrendered to him in ad- 
vance. He said there was no need for the 
loss of a man in the capture of the city. 
No gun would have been fired, but for 


-the desire of the governor, who said his 


honor demanded that a few shots be 
fired, ‘“‘so I had to fire and kill a few 
people,” said the admiral, but the Span- 
iards did not fire because he (Dewey) had 
warned them not to do so. 

He did not believe the Filipinos could 
have taken the city unaided, but the 
Spaniards were greatly demoralized. The 
admiral said he never received a letter 
from Consul Pratt telling him he must co- 
operate with Aguinaldo. He said that 
Pratt wrote a number of foolish letters 
about that time. 

Admiral Dewey said he had written 
the navy department that the Filipinos 
were more capable of self-government 
than the Cubans because he saw that the 
United States intended to give indepen- 
dence to Cuba and he knew Americans 
had, little information concerning the 
Philippines. He said that when ae let the 
Filipinos have guns and ammunition he 
thought it was a military necessity. 
Looking backward he could see that they 
were not needed. He considered them 
very ungrateful in turning against the 
United States. , 

The admiral said he, and not the Fili- 
pinos, had captured Subig bay, and he 
had taken possession because a German 
man of war was preventing Aguinaldo 
from passing. 

Surrender of Manila. 

In explanation of his statement that 
the city of Manila had surrendered on 
the day of the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet Admiral Dewey said that during the 
naval engagement several guns had been 
fired at him from the shore batteries and 
that as soon as the Spanish squadron 
was destroyed he steamed toward the 
city, sending word to the governor that 
fT? another shot was fired from the shore 
he would fire upon the city. 

“The governor replied,” the admiral 
went on, ‘that if I did not fire upon the 
city- the shore batteries would remain 
silent. The Spanish flag was not taken 
down, but white flags were raised. It 
Was a surrender, and if I had had with, 
me 6,000 troops with which to occupy the 
city I-could have taken k and held it. 
I anchored my ships under his guns, 2,000 
yards and lay there twenty-four hours. 
During that time the governor -genera] 
sent word to me several times that he 
wanted to surrender to me—to the navy. 
I could not entertain his proposition of a 
formal surrender because of a lack of 
troops to take possession of the city. 

The admiral said that after Aguinaldo 
got his forces organized he occupied Cay- 
ite, but when he (Dewey) learned that 
American troops were expected to arrive 
soon he asked the Filipinos to retire. 
They at first demurred, but ultimately 
consented. 

It was after this time, July 16, that 
Aguinaido sent to him from Baccoor his 
first proclamation of the independence of 
the Philippines. ‘ 


Aguinaldo’s Proclamation. 


“That groclamation,” said the admiral, 
“was the first intimation I had ever re- 
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so little importance to it that I did not 
cable it to Washington, but left its trans- 
mittal to the malils.”’ 

When Senator Lodge asked the admiral: 
“Did you recognize the Philippine repub- 
lic?’ he replied: 

“I did not. I never gave it, the slight- 
est recognition. I had no authority to 
do so, and, besides, did not consider it 
an organized government. There was a 
reign of terror and the Philippine forces 
were riding roughshod over the com- 
munity, committing many acts of cruelty. 
I sent word to Aguinaldo that he must 
treat his prisoners kindly, and he replied 
that he would.’’ 

“What would have been the effect of 
permitting the Philippine forces to en- 
ter Manila when our troops entered?’ 

“The Spaniards were very fearful of 
the result of such a course, and there- 
fore they surrendered to me in advance. 
This was all arranged, and there was no 
need for the loss of a man in the car- 
ture of the city. It was to bé done at a 
signal and no gun need nave been fired 
by us, but for the desire of the governor 
general, who said his honor demanded 
that a few shots should be fired; so I! 
had to fire and kil) a few people, but the 
Spaniards did not fire, because of my 
warning that it woilld be disastrous to 
the city for them to do so, They had in 
the city 15,000 troops and forty-seven 
rified guns.”’ 


Pratt a Busybody. 

Admiral Dewey add@d that he was 
pleased to supply the committee with this 
history. He said it had never been print- 
ed and he had been reserving {ft with the 
view of writing the story himself. He 
had copies of some of the communications 
received by him, made because of this 
purpose, but none of those from Pratt, 
as he regarded him as a busgybody. devot- 
ing much time to interfering with .the 
business of other people: . 

‘He was consul general for the United 
States,’ Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, sug- 
gested, and the witness replied: ,“*Yes, but 
he had nothing to do with the attack on 
Manila.” 

Referring to his departure from Hong 
Kong, Admiral Dewey repeated that he 
had left for Manila with Aguinaldo, say- 
ing he had left as early as he did largely 
because he wanted to get rid of him and 
the other “little brown’’ men, many of 
whom were constantly coming aboard the 
flagship. ‘“‘I was very busy,” he said, 
“getting ready for battle and they were 
after me constantly, taking up much of 
my time. None of them went with me 
to Mirz bay for various reasons. One of 
them failed to do so because he did not 
have his tooth brush with him.” 

The Hong Kong Filipinos, he added, had 
not told him of any insurrection in the 
Philippines and he said he had consented 
to see them on the same principle that one 
gives money to a man often to get rid 
of him. Indeed, he had himself given 
Aguinaldo the first information the lat- 
ter had received that the Filipinos wee 
assembling near Manila. 


Filipinos and Cubans. 

When asked in cross-examination if he 
had not repeated his original statement to 
the navy department that the Filipinos 
were more capable of independent govern- 
ment than the Cubans, Admiral Dewey 
replied in the affirmative, saying: 

“T did. And JI still think 6o.” 

Senator Carmack called Admiral 
Dewey's attention to the fact that he had 
given arms to Aguinaldo, notwithstand- 
ing the governor géneral had told nim he 
would surrender the city at any time and 
asked why he had dor@ so in the face 
of that understanding. The reply was (o 
the effect that he considered it a proper 
military act. 

“The Filipinos were our friends,’ he 
said, “and they were doing our work. I 
believed that they were so delighted to 
get rid of the Spaniards that they would 
accept us with open arms. Even,” he 
added, “when Aguinaldo was at the 
height of his power at Molos, Admiral 
Seymour, 6f the British navy, had told 
Aguinaldo that he should tie to the 
Americans, as they were his best 
friends. The Filipinos then were our 
friends, and were helping us. We had 
no troops to land, and I knew that the 
more closely the city was invested the 
easier it would be to take it when our 
own troops should arrive. Still, I think 
we could have got on as well without 
them. It was tneir own idea. We all 
know that hind gight is better than fore 
sight. 

Filipinos Ungrateful. 

“Tooking back, I would not have had 
the Filipin to join me, but I thought 
they would be friendly, and I think it 
very ungrateful in them to have turned 
against us. When I permitted Aguinaldo 
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to go ashore I did not know that any 
United States troops would be sent to tha 
Philippines. I was a long way from 
home; there were no cabdies, and I was 
meeting emergencies as they arose. 
Whatever I did, I did according to my 
best judgment at the time. Later I said 
to Aguinaldo, ‘There is the en¢my; you 
pursue your cdéurse and we will pursue 
ours.’ I think that is the wisest thing 
Y ever said. They were assisting us and 
at the same time fighting their own 
battle. I had in mind in dealing with 
the Filipiros the assistance that the ne- 
groes had given the federal forces dur- 
ing the civil war. We availed ourselves 
of that assistance, and I thought would 
accept the aid of the Filipinos in the 
same way. Their one idea was to get 
rid of the Spaniards, and [] believe that 
if on May 1, before the insurrection was 
organized, we had had there a few Amer- 
ican troops, the Filipinos would have 
accepted us, and that they would have 
remained loval.”’ 

His reason for taking possession of 
Subig bay was because he “did not wan: 
any other power to interfere.” 

The admiral was still on the stand whea 
the committee adjourned until tomorrow. 

A letter was submitted from Secretary 
Root incloring a cablegram from General 
Chaffee relating to the oft-denied report 
of the shooting of 1,000 Filipino prisoners 
at Ircsin General Chaffee shows that 
the matter has been thoroughly investi- 
gated. Private Walker, who was said to 
have written the letter containing this 
charge to his father in Massachusetts, 
denies it, and the officers of the com- 
mand deny it. Details of the operations 
of ithe troops are given to show that tha 
report is untrue 


FUGITIVE KRATZ IS SAFE. 


He Can’t Be Brought Back to United 
States from Mexico. 


Washington, June 26.—It is learned that 
the additional articie to the Mexican 
extradition treaty, includimg bribery in 
the list of extradictable offenses, which 
was signed in Mexico yesterday by Mr. 
Clayton and the minister for foreign af- 
fairs, will not operate against Charles 
Kratz, late alderman of S8t. Louis, 
charged with having accepted a bribe. 
Earnest representations were made to 
the Mexican government by our state 
department with a purpose to induce it 
to make tite clause retroacttive in effect, 
but, while desirous of meeting our 
wishes in that respect, the Mexican gov- 
ernment held that it was inhibited by 
the Mexican constitution from doing 
what was desired. It is believed that: 
while the state department here can act 
no further toward se¢uring Kratz’ re- 
turn to the United States for trial, coun- 
se] for the state ef Missourl may manage 
to secure the punishment of Kratz in 
Mexico on their own initiative. 


WOMAN FIGHTING STEEL TRUST 


Mrs. Berger Wants To Prevent That 
Big Bond Issue. 

Trenton, N. J., June 26.—Argument in 
the suit of Mrs. Berger against the 
United States Steel Corporation to re- 
strain the conversion of $200,000,000 worth 
of preferred stock into a like amount of 
bonds was resumed in the court of er- 
rors today. 

Counsel for Mrs. Berger madé Aan ex- 
haustive argument and was closely queés- 
tioned by members of the court. He 
contended that the act of 1902, which was 
passed last winter to permit the com- 
pany to carry out its purpose, was clearly 
uncdnstitutiona] and that no right éx- 
Nisted under the general corporation act 
to reduce the preferred stock of a cor- 
poration without payment for the same in 
cash; that the present rlan of substitut- | 
ing bonds for preferred stocks was an in- 
justice to those bondholders of preferred 
stock that had not been substituted. 
Caunsel for the stee! corporation will con- 
clude the argument this afternoon. 


HARCOURT REFUSES PEERAGE. 


He Prefers To Remain in the House 
of Commons. 

London, June 2%.—Previous to making 
up the list of coronation honors, King 
Edward sent a Ietter to Sir Willam Ver- 
non Harcourt, liberal member of parjia- 
ment, offering him a peerage, Sir Wil- 
liam in his reply expressed his a a- 
tion of this offer, but added that after 
thirty-four years in the house of comméns 
he was reluctant to change the sphere of 
his -political work, and that he theréfore 
declined the honor. 
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STRIKERS LED 
10 OVERTHROW 


Operators: Claim That They Have 
All the Men Needed 


In West Virginia Injunctions Are 
Being Issued Daily and Seem 
To Be Breaking the Strike. 
Entire State Injunc- 
tion Covered.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June %.—Officials of 
the several large companies in this region 
are authorjty for the statement men 
gre applying. to them daily for employ- 
ment of any kind. Among the appli- 
eants are nearly all classes of workers, 
including miners, and it is sajd that 
nearly all the companies have more men 
to draw on than they can possibly need 
during the progress of the strike. The 
majority of the companies that are com- 
pelled to pump water- from their mines 
are working their engines and other ma- 
,chinery full handed, according to state- 
ments made by the superintendents, but 
some of the men are not as capable as 
those on strike. The most capable ‘of 
those that are now applying for work are 
taken on, while the others are placed on 
the waiting list. In speaking on the 
conditions about the mines today, one 
superintendent said: . 

“Most of the men applying to us for 
work are members of the union. They 
come to our offices daily and beg for 
something to do, saying they are tired 
of idleness. We hear from these men that 
some of the strikers are practically out 
of funds and rather than ask relief 
would prefer to return to work, but ‘hhesi- 
tate to do so for fear they will be harmed 
or their families will be boycotted and 
otherwise annoyed.”’ 

The Michigan delegation of miners and 
operators’ representatives concluded their 
conference with Mitchell today without 
coming to an agreement and left for the 
west. 

All Covered by Injunction. 

Charleston, W. Va., June %—An iIn- 
junction was issued by the federal court 


here today on the order of Judge B. F.’ 


Keller, who heard petition while in Phila- 
delphia. The Philadelphia selling agents 
of the companies operating on the Flat 
Tod field brought the action against the 
mine companies and miners, alleging that 
the coal companies were unable to fill 
contracts because of interference by the 
strikers. A long list of companies and 
numerous individuals were named in the 
order. 

A motion to make the injunction per- 
manent was set for hearing July 15 at 
Blueftelds. All the persons named and 
associates are restrained from holding 
meetings, either public or private. 

C. W. Dillon, an attorney of Fayette 
county, has gone to Philadelphia to see 
Judge Keller to obtain an injunction cov- 
ering the: New river fields. When it is 
issued nearly every foot of coal land in 
West Virginia will have been covered by 


an injunction of either a federal or state 
court. 


O LORD, SAVE THE KING, 
SOUNDED IN ENGLAND 


At the Hour. When the King Should Have Been 
Crowned Thousands of His Subjects Were 
Praying for His Recovery. 


London, June 2%.—At the hour when the 
king should have been crowned a great 
and distinguished gathering, almost iden- 
tical with that which would have sat 
in Westminster Abbey, fathered in St. 
Paul cathedral. The approaches to -the 
cathedral were lined by silent throngs, 
through which drove peers and peeresses, 
colonial premiers, foreign envoys, ambas- 
sadors and members of the house of com- 
mons, all in sombre clothes. Iy the chan- 
cel were J. H. Choate, the United States 
ambassador, 4nd Mrs. Choate; Henry 
White, secretary of the embassy; An- 
drew White and Mrs. White; J. P. Carter, 
second secretary of the embassy, -and 
Mrs. Carter; Whitelaw Reid, the special 
embassador of the United States to the 
coronation, and Mrs. Reid; Mr. and Mrs. 
J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr., and the leading 
members of the nobility. In the nave 
about a thousand of the Westminster Ab- 
bey ticket holders, mainly women, were 
seated. Shortly before noon the big west- 
ern doors were swung open, sunlight 
streamed in and the duke of Cambridge, 
leaning heavily on the arm of an equerry, 
walked to the chancel. 


As 12 o’clock struck there arose from 


the far end of the nave the clear notés 
of the opening sentence of the litany 
chanted by four of the cathedral clergy. 
Their tones were in such unison that 
they seemed to emanate from one power- 
ful voice. The choir took up the re- 
sponses. At each supplication the pro- 
cession, with the cross at its head, ad- 
vanced a few steps and then stood sstill 
until the response was completed. 
Through the kneeling congregation the 
choir advanced to the chancel steps. A 
score of the clergy followed and behind 
them were ten bishops in gorgeous robes. 
Then came the most Rev. William Dal- 
rymple MacLagan, the archbishop of 
York; the most Rev. Frederick Temple, 


|} the archbishop of Canterbury, 


and the 
lord mayor, Sir J. C. Dimsdale, the cor- 
poration, in full state, bringing up the 
rear. With evident feeling the choir sang 
the thfee psalms of intercession, after 
which the Right Rev. Cosmo Gordon 
Lang, bishop of Stepney, read the lesson, 
Isaiah xxxviii, 10: 

“I said in the cytting off of My days; I 
shall go to the gates of the grave; ‘I am 
deprived of the residue of my years.’ ”’ 

The Right Rev. Arthur F. W. Wing- 
ham, bishep of London, from the altar 
steps, read the prayers: 

*“O, Lord, save the king!”’ 

His voice rang out to the farthest 
recess of the dome and brought a whole- 
souled response from the choir and the 
congregation. 

The anthem and the 
hymn: 

‘Thine arm, O Lord, in days of old 
was strong to heal and save,’”’ and Psalm 
51 concluded the short service, whereupon 
the bishop of London, surrounded by the 
archbishops and bishops from the altar 
steps, impressively pronounced the bene- 
diction. 

For a few moments complete silence 
pneigned and all heads were bowed in 
prayer, after which the almost blind 
archbishop of Canterbury was carefully 
led down the steps, the procession re- 
formed and the cOngregation went out 
into the sunlight, gladly discussing the 
wording of the last bulletin from Buck- 
ingham palace. ; 

Simultaneously a similar service was 
conducted at St. Margaret church, West- 
minster. It was largely attended by 
cabinet ministers, peers and members of 
the house of commons and was concluded 
with singing ‘“‘“Gaoad Save the King.”’

Visitors Leaving London. 

Only today is London beginning to real- 
ize the practical effects of the coronation 
postponement. The exodus of visitors to 
the continent and the provinces is taxing 
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the capacity of the railroads and steam 
boats. The big tourist agencies were 
crowded all day booking the cheaper class 
of ‘“‘trippers.”’ All persons of moderate 
means who can go away are getting out 
of the city as quickly as possible. The 
smaller hotels and boarding houses are 
the worst sufferers. The big hotels de- 
clare that they have been almost unaf- 
fected by the postponement of the king’s 
‘crowning, wealthy Americans and others 
who had come to witness the coronation 
making no move to go, though the next 
fortnight, doubtless, will witness a gen- 
eral migration to the continent and Scot- 
land. The trans-Atlantic booking offices 
are flooded with inquiries for early passe 
ages by Americans for whom the corona- 
tion was the sole object of their visit to 
England. 

Crowds in Streets. 

The streets of the city today contained 
a curious mixture of Sunday and holiday 
crowds. All the banks and big business 
houses in the heart of the city were shut 
up. Most of the retailers were open and 
the saloons and restaurants of the cheap- 
er sort did a fairly rushing business. Many 
of the usual ‘‘bean faster’’ class got out 
early on brakes and coaches with ban- 
ners, singing ‘‘God Save the King,’’ and 
presenting every evidence of mingled pa- 
triotism and beer. The poorer classes 
reaped. a harvest at the big markets, 
where there was a glut of perishable food 
stuffs, which, in many cases, were given 
away for the sake of clearing the stands. 

The great flower department at Covent 
Garden presented a pitiable scene. 

Hundreds of cases of choicest flowers 
were in the hands of the dealers. Billings- 
gate market was glutted with salmon at 
2 pence a pound, but meats at Smithfield 
market were only a penny or a half pen- 
ny per pound helow the normal price. 

The arrangerffents for the Marlborough 
house entertainment of children were car- 
ried out today in spite of the postpone- 
ment of the king’s coronation. About 
1,300 youngsters enjoyed the dinner pro- 
vided for them by the prince and princess 
of Wales, who were present and remain- 
ed in the gardens with their little guests 
for a couple of hours, 

May Forego the Ceremony. 

If his majesty recovers sufficiently to 
bear the fatigues of the coronation cere- 
mony preparations for it are not likely 
to be made on so elaborate a scale as 
has just been the case, owing to the fact 
that owners of stands and tradesmen of 
all description have been so severely hit 
by the present postponement. 

It is quite conceivable that his majesty 
will decide to forego the coronation cere- 
mony. No definite information can be 
given at the moment, but such an aban- 
donment has received some considera- 
tion. A. gala performance at the opera 
set for next Monday night for which ev- 
ery seat and box were engaged at special 
prices has been given up. The checks for 
the buildings for Monday night alone 
amounted to well over $100,000. The cheap- 
est seats in the house were guinea seats 
in the gallery, all of which were taken 
weeks ago. 

Pope Wires His Sympathy. 

Rome, June 26.—The pope was much 
distressed when he heard of King Ed- 
ward's illness, and immediately _ tele- 
graphed to Monsignor Merry del V¥al, 
the special papal ei voy, to convey his 
expression of sorrow to his majesty and 
keep the pontiff fully informed as to his 


condition. 
Reid Takes His Leave. 

London, June 2%.—Mr. and Mrs. White- 
law Reid, after the services at St. Paul 
today, were entertained at luncheon at 
the residence of Lord Lansdowne, the 
foreign secretary, when Mr. Reid for- 
maliy took hi2? leave as special ambassa- 
dor. The only remaining formality 's 
His official leavetaking of the prince of 
Wales. which will probably be arranged 
for tomorrow. Thereafter the American 
special embassy will dissolve.

THE MORMONS’ BIG ORGAN. 


Ten Years in Building, and Five Com- 


plete Instruments in One. 
Deseret News: It was in 1868 that 
President Young first spoke of building a 
big organ, one that would be in harmony 
with the mammoth tabernacle. Great 
difficulties were encountered in the 
pbuilding of the instrument, particularly 
in securing suitable wood for the gi- 
gantic pipes with which it was equipped. 
Sonte of these pipes took as much as 800 


feet of lumber. 

The mountains far and near were falr- 
ly scoured for the proper kind of pine, 
hundreds of loads of which were hauled 
by teams from a point nearly 300 miles 
south of palt Lake. It required two 
months to make a round trip. / 

The workmen were all pioneer settlers. 
The method of uniting the wood was 
unique, the closest joining being done by 
means of home-made glue, the making 
of which consumed hundreds of cattle 
hides, while numberless calfskins were 
used in making the bellows. 

Altogether ten years were consumed in 
the building. Since the time that it was 
first given to the public there have been 
numerous additions and changes, until 
today it is reeognized as one of the very 
best organs in the world, if, indeed, not 
the best and the grandest. 

A year ago a great many of the old 
Pipes were taken out and thoroughly 
overhauled, and more than 4,000 new 
Ones were added. The instrument's ac- 
tion is marvelous and more responsive 
than a grand piano, as it has no, “inertia” 
to overcome. The repeating power of 
each key Is 726 times to the minute. All 
of the latest méchanical devices have 
been incorporated in the instrument, and 
any combination of tone desired can be 
distinctly ‘brought out. Especially fine are 
the ‘string’ tones, the violin, viola 
gamba, ‘cello and bass; the clarinet, two 
oboes, . bassoon, eight varieties of the 
flute tones (each one true to its name), 
four piccolo stops, four trumpets, tube 
trombone, saxaphone, clarion. and the 
vox humana, which is the pet 45f the or- 
gan and makes “‘human’’ tones that de- 
ceive even the trained musician. 

In all, the organ contains 408 stops and 
acecessories—five complete organs, viz.: 
solo, swell, great, choir and pedal. The 
speaking length of the pipes varies from 
a quarter of an inch to 32 feet. In “full 
organ’ passages the immense bellows 
displace 5,000 cubic feet of air per minute.

lar assemblage, met_this afternoon and 
busied itself with the appointment of 
corami!ttees. It received a telegram of 
cordial greeting from General Powell 
Clayton, ambassador to Mexico. Clay- 
ton’s name was cheered by the regulars. 
He was reelected a member at large of 


the state committee after the convention 


had changed the manner of electing 
committeemen, fo as to devolve that 
duty upon the delegates. After the 
transaction of routine business, recess 
} was taken till 8 p. m., when a full state 
ticket wil be nonfinated and a platform 
adopted. 

The convention that nominated Greaves 
for governor adopte® a platform which 
indcrses the administration of President 
Roosevelt and pledges him support “in 
the continuance of cur national prosper- 
ity and the maintenance at home and 
abroad of the nation’s honor.” 

“Should he be the republican standard 
bearer in 1904,” the platform continues, 
‘“‘we pledge an ificreased republican vote 
from the state of Arkansas.” 

It indorses she Cuban reciprocity views 
of President Roosevelt, favors immedi- 
ate building of an Interoceanic canal and 
indorses the efforts of the national ad- 
ministration to enforce the provisions of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Against Machine Rule. 

The remainder of the platform deals 
with state issues, and concludes: 

“We have no apclogy fcr our non- 
allegiance to the present state central 
coinmittee or its «xecutive committee, and 
appeal to the unselfish, unbiased and 
honest suffrages of the republicans of 
the state to sustain us in throw:ng aside 
machine rule and to uphold the justice 
of our cause. ®o the arbitrament of tha 
ballot box, where there can be a fair 
expression, we will cheerfuly submit.” 

At tonight’s session of the regular re- 
publican state convention a lengthy plat- 
form dealing with state ‘and national 
questions was adopted. No reference wag 
made to the separate action of dissenting 
republicans. 

The platform reaffirms the republican 
national platform of 1900, indorses the 
Roosevelt administration, opposes trusts, 
favors an isthmian canal, demands liberal 
appropriations for an Arkansas exhibit 
at the world’s fair, condemns the demo- 
cratic party of Arkansas for ‘‘failure to 
suppress trusts or even to make a bona- 
fide attempt to do so’’ and for ftts a}- 
leged mismanagement of state affairs 
generally. The following resolution was 
adopted: 

“Resolved, That we denounce lynching 
and other forms of lawlessness, and call 
upon the citizens everywhere to exert 
every effort to uphold law and order.’

AT UNIVERSITY OF SOUTH 


cial.)—Today is commencement day 

at the University of the South. The 
day opened auspiciously and everything 
was fair for the graduates. 

The exercises began at 10:30 o’clock. The 
procession formed at the Walsh building 
and marchéd to the chapel. The pfoces- 
sion wes headed by St. Fhilip choir. Then 
came the grammar schcol battalion and 
after them the academic department, jun- 
iors and seniors, the medical department, 
the law department, the theological e- 
partment, the visiting alumni, the profes- 
sors of the various departments, Vice 
Chancellor Wiggins with Chancellor Kirk- 
land, of Vanderbilt, orator of the day.

“Our Own Country.”’ After showing how 
great are the United States, he contrast- 
ed them with the old world civilization, 
showing In what they excel, or are ex- 
celled and why. He made a brilliant re- 
view of the past century from the stand- 
point of science, art and Hterature, show- 
ing exactly the United States’ standing in 
these. - 

“America represents irdividualism,” he 
said. -“‘It is a heritage from our forefath- 
ers.

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The Pennsylvania Democrats. 

’ The democrats of Pennsylvania have 
come to the fighting scratch this year 
with something of their old-time vigor 
and enthusiasm. Every ten years or 
so the Quay oligarchy in the Quaker 
state gets so absolutely corrept and 
defiant of public decency as to need 
a sharp rebuke. In such cases the re- 
volting element turns to the democ- 
racy and helps elect either a govern- 
or, or a branch of the legislature, from 
that party as a rebuke and warning 
to the rampant republicans. 

Twice within twenty years Hon. 
Robert E. Pattison has been elected 
governor with the aid of independent 
republican votes. The gubernat6rial 
candidates put up on those occasions 
by Quay were men of notoriously bad 
precedents and promise and a ma- 
jority of the people refused to accept 
them. In each case there was a moral 
rather than political revolt organized 
and in each case the churches took an 
active part in opposing the proposed 
complete debauchery of the public 
service of the state. 

Pattison is a democrat without re 
proach. He is a Christian citizen, 
active in church work and public phi- 
lanthropies. He is a business man 
of the most approved integrity. As a 
political leader he uses only clean 
methods and stands for the highest 
good of the state and the nation. No 
man in Pennsylvania, purely upon his 
character, is more popular. 

Whether he can win the governor- 
ship this year will depend upon fac- 
tors whose force cannot be estimated. 
The strong moral revolt against 
Quayism is lacking, although it at one 
time promised to develop with all its 
former fierceness. But Quay has nom- 
inated a man for governor who is 
“better than his party,” and the per- 
son of his candidate may obscure the 
real issues of the cdampaign—the past 
corruptions and lawless usages of 
Quayism in the state controbk 

However, the campaign may yet 
turn to the advantage of the demo- 
crats and should Pattison be elected 
he will become a strong figure in the 
national arena. His opportunities as 
governor of Pennsylvania to expose 
the trust domination of that state 
and general politics will be tremen- 
dous and will, we are sure, be thor- 
oughly exploited.

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Rallying Around the Army. 

The strenuous efforts of the repub- 
lican leaders to form themselves into 
a hollow square ground the army and 
defend it from the imaginary attacks 
of the democratic party is one of the 
most absurd performances of that al- 
ways absurd outfit. 

The democratic party has made no 

attack upon the army and has no dis- 
position to minimize by an iota the re- 
spect, the support and the gratitude 
which the people owe to our gallant 
soldiers in the fleld. Every sensible 
democrat in America knows just as 
well as any republican, in or out of 
congress, that the army is an orgniza- 
tion of congressionl creation and na- 
tional necessity. It is usable for the 
purposes defined by the constitution 
and these purposes and the method of 
the army’s employment are determin- 
able by congress.

’ The people of the United States are 
sensible enough to know that criticism 
of the use made of the army by the 
administration and congress is not an 
attack upon the personnel, the cour- 
age, the honorable conduct or the just 
deserts of the army itself. The army, 
indeed, contains a very large percent- 
age of democrats—both officers and 
men. The people of both the great 
parties are equally interested in up- 
holding and rewarding every vital and 
honorable interest of the army. In- 
surrection in the Philippines is hardly 
different ‘from fnsurrection in [Illi- 
nois’ or Georgia, and the work of the 
army in any of those places, under or- 
ders, is equally to be accepted and 
supported until its duty is done. 

But the people are not for that rea- 
son to be gagged and prevented from 
criticising the policy of the party in 
congress that makes such use of the 
army necessary. It is not abusing, 
attacking,. or hamstringing the army 
to denounce the policy of armed coer- 
cion in the Philippines When a policy 
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of conciliation would surely produce | 


a quicker and surer peace. 
President Roosevelt has been him- 
self forced to admit that excesses 
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that proved brutalities shall be pun- 
ished. The party leaders in cpngress 
have béfore them the evidence that 
their policy has encouraged cruelties 
that are indefensible, and their subter- 
fuge is to beat the band and yell that 
the democrats arg assailing the army!

We are frequently advised of some

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The Appalachian Park. 

The passage by the senate’ of the 
bill to purchase and preserve the 
splendid forest reservations of the 
southern Appalachian range, including 
areas in Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Tennessee and Kentucky, 
marks a great transaction in the in- 
terests of scientific forestry and of 
the preservation of the fertility and 
values of large sections of the heart of 
the southland. The bill ds now in the 
house, where no action will be taken 


‘at this session. 


Experience in other countries has 
fully proven the far-reaching value 
of forest preservation. In Sweden this 
work has been done with the great- 
est benefits to the country at large, 
to the education of a splendid corps 
of foresters and the forests themselves 
pay.all the expenses of their per- 
fect salvation and a large annual reve- 
nue to the government. 

‘The Appalachian watersheds are of 
vital value to, the vast areas of agri- 
cultural lands that lie under them. 
These depend for. their water, their 
fertility and value upon the forests 
of the mountains which catch, hold 
and diffuse the waters for natural ir- 
rigation. To strip those forests would 
be to gradually strip and dry up 
hundreds of thousands of farms be- 
tween the Ohfo and the Atlantic and 
the gulf. Besides the denuding of 
those forests would destroy forever 
one of the most valuable areas for 
the production of hardwoods that the 
courtry now possesses. By judicious 
forestry those woods can be repro- 
duced in abundance and furnish furni- 
ture and decorative wood supplies for 
millions of the people for centuries to 
come. 

The absence of just such forests 
in the west.is the reason for the pass- 
age of the vast scheme of irrigation 
recently passed by congress and it 
would be a most foolish non sequitur 
for congress to remedy thus the lack 
of forest irrigation in the west and 
then refuse to preserve the same 
source of wealth and power in the 
south. 

The advantage that the nation, 
and particularly the southern states, 
will reap from this measure are in- 
estimable and the price of the reser- 
vation is a mere bagatelle in com-

Wiliam Goodwin, Mayor Mims’ private 
secretary, who has just returned from 
Boston, where he attende@ the meeting 
of the Christian Scientist church, talks 
interestingly of his trip. The meeting 
which has just come to @ closq was one 
of the most remarkable in point of size 
and attendance ever held. Mr. Goodwin's 
account is particularly interesting. In 
speaking of it he said: 

“There are a few eyents in particular 
connected with my trip to the annuaJ 
communion of the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, Mass., that impréss- 
ed me more forcibly than all else and 
stand out in bold relief. 

‘On account of the enormous crowd of 
Christian Scientists present and the limit- 
ed seating capacity of the mother churca 
it was deemed advisable to hold the ser- 
vices in the auditorium of Mechanics 
building on Huntington avenue, 

“As I looked out upon the vast assem- 
blage, every seat taken, and from @ thou- 
sand to fifteen hundred standing I could 
not but think of the motive which prompt- 
ed each one to attend this communion. 
They were not ministers attending & 
church conference, nor delegates sent by 
and at the expense of branch or subordil- 
nate churches to attend a convention at 
the first or supreme church, but they 
were men and women in the ordinary pur- 
suits of life, laymen, professional men, 
lawyers, bankers, railroad officials, mer- 
chants, members of the theatrical pro- 
fession, ex-ministers and ex-physicians 
from every state and territory in this 
country, from Canada, Mexico, England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Wales, Germany, 
France, Australia, the Bahamas and other 
islands of the sea. 

“And such a service, grand in its”ap- 
solute simplicity. Identical] to that seen 
in any Christian Science church every 
Sunday except that instead of reading 
the regular lesson sermon, the message of 
Rev. Mary Baker Eddy, pastor emeritus 
of the First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
and author of the Christian Sclence text- 
book, ‘Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures,’ was read, followed by si- 
lent communion with the great Giver of

“The annual business meeting of the 
church was held in the same auditozium 
Wednesday afternoon to which only mem- 
bers of the mother church were admitted 
and was attended by about six thousand 
persons.

, Possibly that which will interest you 
most in this meeting is told in the fol- 
lowing paragraph from The Boston Jour- 
na] of Thureday last: 

‘ ‘Agsembied in the largest church meet- 
ing ever held in Boston—perhaps tne 
largest ever held in the United States— 
the members of the First Church of 
Christ, Sclentist, Boston, the motfter 
church of the denomination, voted yester- 
day afternoon to raise any part of $2,000,- 
000 that might be needed to build in this 
city a church edifice capable of seating 
between 4,000 and 5,000 persons. This mo- 
tion was passed with unanimity and asg- 
surance. It was not even talked over De- 
yond two brief explanations why the 
building was needed.’ 

“The last event of my trip was a visit 
Friday to Concord, N. H., the home of 
Mrs. Eddy. It was but natural that I 
should desire to look into the face of the 
person whose writings had wielded such 
a great influence and worked such 
changes in the lives of so many persons. 
She is what you would call an elderly 
woman, but when you look at her, though 
her hair is snowy white, the thought of 
age never enters your mind. It is a face 
once geen never forgotten, yet indescrib- 
able. Twice I was within 3 or 4 feet of 
her, but not a wrinkle did I see and her 
complexion is as beautiful ag that of a 
child’s. It has never been my fortune 
to gaze into the face of one who expressed 
more spirituality, purity, love and com-

GOVERNOR JELKS TALKED 
POLITICS IN WASHINGTON 


Interesting Developments May Follow His Visit to 
the Capital--There Are Two Senatorial Prizes at 
Stake and the Possibilities Are Many. 


/ 


Washington, June %.—(Special.)—The 
visit of Governor Jelks to Washington 
had the effect of stirring up a lot of 
political talk in Alabama circles, and the 
trend of this talk ig that some interest- 
ing developments in that state may be 
expected in the not far future. 

Naturally Governor Jelks found time 
to talk with 4 number of men who are 
potential factors in the political affairs 
of his state; and while the primary ob- 
ject of his trip north was not political, 
the result of his talks may have impor- 
tant bearing upon the-future of things 
so far ag the ambitions of more than one 
man in Alabama public life .are con- 
cerned, 

Candidate for Reelection. 

The governor has a laudable ambition 
to succeed himself in the high office which 
he has filled so acceptably to the people 
of the state. The indorsement of nomi- 
nation by the democracy—which means, 
of course, election at the polis—would be 
more than merely acceptable to him, and 
there are some very strong elements back 
of his candidacy. While several other 
gentlemen have been mentioned in con- 
nection with the nomination the gover- 
nor as yet has t field to himself. 
This, however, oes not necessarily 
mean that he will be permitted to have a 
walkover. That he has made a good gov- 
ernor is generally conceded by those who 
talk of the possibility of opposition; but 
there ere more things at stake than the 
governorship, and it is among the possi- 
bilities that others who aspire to the high 
office may decide, for reasons perfectly 
apparent, to enter the race this year. 

The governor chosen this year will hold 
office during a four-year term. Under 
the recently adopted constitution the leg- 
islature meets but once in four years. 
That will place in the hands of the gov- 
ernor the power to fill certain vacancies 
should they occur at a time when the 
legislature is not in session, and _ this 
power may, according to the views of 
Alabama politicians, have to be exercis- 
ed by the next governor to an unusual 
extent. 

Two Big Prizgs. 

There are two senatorial prizes at stake. 
Inasmuch as these possibilities are being 
freely discussed in political circles 
throughout the state, it is not improper 
to mention them here. Senator Morgan 
is about seventy-nine years old and his 
present term has nearly five years to 
run. Senator Pettus is 81, and he will 
be reeleeted without opposition. In the 
natural order of things it is to be ex- 
pected that one vacancy and perhaps two 
may occur during the term for which 
the governor will be elected this year. 
He may have it in his power to name 
both members of the senate. 

There is no lack of senatorial material 
in Alabama, and, naturally, no lack of 
ambition. As the governor to be elect- 
ed may have the making or marring of 
these ambitions, more than one gentle- 
man now prominent in Alabama affairs 
is interested in having a friend in that 
office. Some suspicions are entertained 
that Governor Jelks has intimated a 
preference as between prominént aspir- 
ants, though, so far as I have been able 
to find, none of those entertaining such 
suspicions have put the question straight 
at him. There has been a good deal of 
feeling around—of sparring for position— 
but that is all. If Governor Jelks has 
made any promises or if he intends to 
do so only those in the innermost circles 
know it. 

There Are Several Possibilities. 

The probability of his having opposition 
depends in a large measure upon the de- 
velopments, or the suspicions, in this 
direction. Several men of prominence 
have been mentioned as gubernatorial 
possibilities, and any one of them would 
make the race if sufficiently urged. Colo- 
ne] Quarles, of Selma, is one of these. 
Judge Kumpe, of Lawrenceville, is an- 
other. Then there is Jesse Brown, 
Scottsboro, who would make a strong 
race, and another possibility is Emmet 
O'Neal, of Florence. The name of for- 
mer Governor Joe Johnston is kept to 
the front by his friends, but those best 
posted do not believe he wil] enter the 
race at this time. It is generally recog- 
nized that no man who was opposed to 
the new constitution would stand a chance 
against Governor Jelks at this time, and 
as Governor Johnston led that opposi- 
tion he could not hope to win. 

All the others mentioned were support- 
ers of the constitution. Any one of them 
has a right to aspire and has a chance of 
winning where an opponent of the con- 
stitution would have no chance at all. 

Will Have a Primary. 

This constitution has »rought about can- 
ditions which will play an important part 
in determining the results this year. In 
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the first place, it is conAdently expected 
that the state committee, which is to 
meet early in July, will order a “blanket” 
primary for all state offices. That is 
something Alabama has never had before 
—something that would hardly have been 
brought about had it not been that the 
constitution practically eliminates the ne- 
gro from consideration. Such a primary 
will make materia] changes in the rela- 
tive powers of the counties, for it meang 
the elimination of county lines. Instead 
of the convention plan by which the coun- 
ty representation is not disturbed—such 
as we have in Georgia—the Alabama pri- 
mary will be on the South Carolina plan, 
This means that the vote of a white 
democrat in one part of the state will be 
no more potent than the vote of a white 
democrat in every other part of the state. 

This cuts directly against the counties 
of the black belt, which, because of their 
larger population, have heretofore exer- 
cised the greater power in democratic 
conventions. In some of those counties 
the negro population has beeg almost ten 
times that of the white population, and 
it has been a standing grievance of small- 
er counties where the population is almost 
entirely white that the vote of a white 
democrat in the black belt counties hag 
been five or ten times more potent in 
making nominations than the vote of @ 
white democrat in the white counties. 

Both Senators from Black Belt. 

Now all this is to be changed. The demi- 
ocrats of the northern section are willing 
to let the representation in the legisla- 
ture be undisturbed—that is, to allow the . 
counties to be represented according to 
the population; but they are not willing 
to let the democratic councils be domina- 
ted in the same way. This feeling has 
brought on the demand for a state pri- 
mary. Governor Jelks, though a resident 
of the black belt, has recently come out 
in advocacy of the primary plan, and it 
is considered gettled that the state com- 
mittee, of which Hon. “Bob” Lowe is 
chairman, will order such a genera! pri- 
mary at its next meeting when prepara- 
tions for the coming campaign will be 
made. 

At present both United Stateg senators 
come from the black belt. Indeed, both 
come from the little city of Selma.. For 
& great many years the northern part of 
the state, which furnished the greater 
proportion of the democratic vote, has 
been without representation in the upper 
house of congress. The elimination of 
the negroes means that these northern 
counties will furnish a much larger pro- 
portion of the democratic vote in the fu- 
ture than they have In the past, for in the 
black belt the negroes have been voted 
for the democratic ticket; now the regia- 
tration records show that but few ne- 
groes have registered. 

Aspirants for the senate who live in the 
northern counties have no fear of the 
result if they can go before the people 
in @ gen@ral primary, but if vacancies 
should occur at a time when it would be 
in the power of the governor to appoint 
the appointees would be given a’ natural 
advantage, No matter from what section 
of the state they might come. Here is 
where Governor Jelks comes in, and this 
explains why it may not be all plain sail- 
ing with him even if it does now look as 
if he may not have opposition. 

Would-Be Senators. 

Of the five prominent aspirants for the 
senate, former Congressman Dick Clark 
hales from the extreme southern part of 
the state; former Governor Oates and 
Congressman Bankhead come from the 
middle section, while Judge Richardson, 
who represents the Huntsville district In 
congress, and Hon. John Knox, of An- 
niston, hale from what is known as north 
Alabama. Oates and Clark are regarded 
as distinctively the representatives of the 
black belt, while Bankhead occuples @ 
sort of middle ground. 

North Alabama is disposed to insist that 
one of the genate places must come to 
that section. The @wenty white coun- 
ties which form that division, and whieh 
probably have a majority of the demo- 
cratic vote of the state, have not been 
represented in the senate since the days 
of Houston. That was a long time ago. 
Because of their great*r representation in 
the legislature, the black Delt counties 
have been able to outvote the northern 
counties and they have monopolized the 
seats in the senate. North Alabama, from 
all reports, intends that its claim .te 
constieration in this respect must be rec- 
ognized from now on, and if it is neu- 
essary in order to igure a fair distridu- 
tion of the senatorships to do 80 S0me 
candidate will be brought out against 
Governor Jelks.

FOR LARGE FEES 
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Total Claims in Atlanta Na- 
tional B, and L. Case Are 
About $60,000. 


HEARING IS IN PROGRESS 
BEFORE SPECIAL. MASTER 


Litigation Has Been in Progress for 
More Than Two Years—tTesti- 
mony Given as to Value 
of Services Ren- 
dered.

The hearing as to the question of re- 
teivers’ fees and. attorneys’ fees in the 
case of the Atlanta National Building 
and Loan Asgociation, whose affairs are 
about to be wound up by tne United 
States circuit court here, is on before Spe- 
cial Master Ben H. Hill. and the lawvers 
Interested presented testimony yesterday 
showing upon what they base their claims 
for the amounts asked. 

Hoke and Burton Smith and R. D. 
Lovett, who filed the bill through waich 
the company was placed in the hands of 
receivers, are asking $15,000 for their ser- 
vices. The receivers, George A. Speer 
and Ligon Johnson, ask $18,000 for what 
they have done, and W. A. Wimbish, at- 
torney for the receivers, claims $17,509. 
Ellis & Ellis, who represented the de- 
fendant association during the litigation, 
have in a claim for $7,500. The total fees 
asked by attorneys and receivers amount 
to $58,000. 

The receivership was created in April, 
oo and the lawyers and receivers have 

n winding up thp affairs of the associa» 
tion since that time. Special Master Hiil 
estimated the value of the association's 
assets at $312,000, and the amount collect- 
ed by the receivers was $283,000 during the 
two years and three months they have 
had charge. So far @ per cent has been 
paid to the 848 stockholders of the asso- 
ciation, and it is said another dividend of 
about 5 per cent will be paid them when 
the court passes its final order. There 
were suits filed against the association 
dn United States cdurts all the way from 
Virginia to Texas, the stockholders be- 
ing scattered all over the south. 

Before the Master. 

W. P. Hill has been appointed by Judge 
Don A. Pardee, who is presiding in the 
case, to represent and look after the in- 
terests of absent stockholders. Mr. Hill 
ls endeavoring therefore to see that the 
fees and expenses are held down to tne 
lowest possible limit in order that the 
stockholders may realize as much as pos- 
sible. 

Evidence was introduced before Special 
Master Hill yesterday with a view to 
showing that the fees asked by the law- 
yers and receivers are reasonable and not 
excessive. ‘Several lawyers testified that 
they considered 5 per cent a reasonable 
sught 
‘tthe case into court, and also that a simi- 
lar fee could reasonably be demanded by 
the attorney for the receivers. Others 
ahought the fees asked were in some cases

attore 
neys who filed the bill. These interstate 
building and loan associations, he declared, 
were bad financial schemes, ana perhaps 
the greatest service rendered tne stock- 
holders, he siid, was putting the concern 
into a receiver’s hands and preventing 
them from losing any more maney than 
they had already lost. 

George A. Speer, president of the Capi- 
tal City national bank, testified as to the 
gpervices he and the othe: receiver, Ligon 
Johnson, had rendered. He considered 
$18,000 a reasonable and just fee for the 
two receivers. His salary as president of 
the bank, he stated, is 34,000 a year. 

Other witnesses gave testimony as to 
the work of lawyers and what they con- 
sidered reasonable compensation. Mr. 
Hill will introduce other witnesses to- 
day in the effort to show that some of tae 
fees demanded are excessive. 

As a matter of fact, the lawyers do not 
expect to get the full amounts asked for, 
and probably will not be greatly disap- 
pointed should they be scaled slightly pe- 
fore the final awards are made. 

Two Other Associations. 

There are two other building and loan 
associations, the National Railway and 
the Southern Home, that have been 


the Atlanta National. : 

Julius Brown was special master in the 
case of the National Railway Assocla- 
tion, and he approved fees for the at- 
torneys and receivers amounting, it is 
eaid, to $60,000 or $70,000. 

In the case of the Southegn Home, 
Robert Alston is special master, and he 
etill hag under consideration the claims 
of the attorneys for fees in this case 
amounting to about $60,000. 

All of these associations were put in 
the hands of receivers by the United 
States court. In some instances the sama 
lawyers are interested in two of the cazeg 
or all three of them. The total fees ask- 
ed for services in winding up the affairs 
of these three associations amount to 
more than $180,000. Mr. Hill represents 
the absent stockholders both in the At- 
lanta National and the SoutHern Home 
cases. 

The hearing before Special Master Hill 
fn the Atlanta National case will be con-. 
tinued today and will probably not he con- 
cluded before tomorrow. There is much 
interest in the final outcome of the litiga- 
tion. Parties have offered to make bids 
on the remaining assets of all three asao. 
‘clations, and tney, of course, want to 
know first how much the attorneys’ fees 
and other expenses are going to be.

Disappeared in Gainesville 
and Found Poisoned in 
Atlanta. 


REWARD OF $50 OFFERED 
: FOR HIM DEAD OR ALIVE 


Left His Home Mysteriously Monday 
and Found Drugged and Robbed 
Here Tuesday—Reward 
Was Offered by 
His Wife. 


Two stories with mysteries behind 
them have been merged by the police, 
and Harrison Roberts, who mysterious- 
ly disappeared in Gainesville three or 
four days ago, and J. H. Roberta, who is 
lying at the Grady hospital in ® stupor, 
are now believed to be one and the same 


person. 

There was a mystery about the. dis- 
appearance of Harrison Roberts, and 
so firmly did his relatives believe he had 
met with foul play that a reward of $0 
was offered for him dead or alive. While 
efforts were being made to find the miss- 
ing Gainesville man, J. H. Roberts, 
whose full name is nrobably J. Harrison 
Roberts, was in a cell at the police .bar- 
racks under treatngent of a city physi- 
clan. Yesterday morning the prisoner's 
condition became so serious that he was 
transferred to the Grady hospital, where 
fie is lying in a dazed state of mind. 

It is believed that Roberts was 
drugged. He has stated in @ne of his 
lucid moments that he was drugged and 
robbed on Decatur street. He could re- 
member that three men seized him, and, 
while two held, him. the third poured 
some sort of liquid down his throat. It 
is certain that Hoberts took zome kind 
of poison. He had sone $20 in his pocket 
when he reached Atlanta, and now he 
hasn't a cent. His stury is foo meager, 
however, to furnish any clew for ‘the 
police. 

Disappeared Mysteriously. 

Harrison Roberts left his home in 
Gainesville last Monday morning, tell- 
ing his wife that he intended to transact 
a little business and return as soon as 
possible. That was the last seen of him. 
How he got to Atlanta is not known. 
He was never known to drink to excess 
and was a reliable and sober business 
man. Mrs. Roberts felt convinced that 
her husband had m¢# with foul play and 
she offered a reward of $50 for him, say- 
ing that she would pay it if he was 
found ‘‘dead or alive.” 

*Tuesday night a man was found lying 
in the streef {n Atlanta unconscious and 
unable to walk. He was taken to the 
police barracks, the officer thinking he 
was drunk. After several hours. had 
passed and the prisoner did not impsove, 
Dr. Ffurt, city physician, was sent for. 
He believed the man had been poisoned. 

Was in a Stupor. 

Wednesday night the prisoner was still 
in a stupor. Early yesterday morning 
he rallied and was able to give his name 
and the place of his residence. He said 
he was J. H.-Roberts and he lived at 
Gainesviile. He told the officers that he 
had been g@rugged and robbed = after 
reaching Atlanta. He could not tell why 
he had come to the city. 

During the day, the man’s- condition 
again -became worse and he was sent 
to the hospital. 

The affair, or rather double affair, 
somewhat mystifies the police. What 
made Roberts come to Atianta as he 
did' and fhen land in the city prison 
stupified from poison of some kind can- 
not be explained. | 

Roberts may die, and the matter will 
then never be explained. If he lives he 
will probably be able to throw more 
light on the mysterious story with a 
double plot. 


DUNCAN CASE IS UP TODAY. 


Case Will Be Called This Morning 
Before Judge John §&. 
Candler. 


Mrs. Mollie Eady Duncan, who ts 
charged with the murder of her husband, 
James M. Duncan, will be placed on trial 
this morning at 8:30 o’clock before Judge 
John 8S. Candler. 

Yesterday afternodn Judge J. A. Ander- 
son, one of the attorneys for the defensé, 
called up the case and stated that Mrs. 
Duncan was exceedingly anxious to-nave 
her case tried, and objected to it going 
over until July 24; that all her counsel 
were present and would like to have it 
tried at once. Solicitor Hill stated fhat 
he would be ready to try the case this 
morning, and that it would probably 
take one day or more to try it. Judge 
Anderson then stated that Mrs. Duncan 
was willing, in order to get a trial this 
week, not to put in a plea of former jeop- 
ardy, but wouid waive that plea and have 
the case proceed to trial?) Judge Cand- 
ler then set the case down for the first 
thing this morning. 

It will be remembered that Mrs. Dun- 
can was tried in April, and just at the 
close of the tria] fainted and Judge Cand- 
ler declared a mistrial. Her counsel at 
once excepted to deciaring a mistrial and 
went before Judge Lumpkin with a peti- 
tion for habeas corpus, but Judge Lump- 
kin held that the mistrial was proper un- 
der the circumstances and remanded 
her for another trial. 

Mrs. Duncan is represented by Kontz & 
Austin, Goodwin, Anderson & Hallman, 
of this city, and H. B. Dean, of Gaines- 
ville. Solicitor General Hill represents 
the state. The case was yesterday morn- 
ing set for July 4%, but the defendant's 
counsel at once decided to make efforts 
for an immediate trial. 

Biggers Case July 21. 

Judge Candler yesterday called a spe- 
cial session of the criminal superior court 
for Monday, July 21, and set the case of 
Willis R. Biggers and H. [. Sterne for 
trial on that day. The two defendants 
are charged with the murder of William 
H. Simpson. 

Judge Candler has almost cleared the 
docket of jail cases, and at the conclusion 
of the Duncan case will adjourn court un- 
ti) the above mentioned date. Th? pres- 
ent session has been one of the buasiest_in 
the history of the court, and has been a 
record-breaker in the matter of disposi- 
tion of homicide cases.

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FAIR COMMITTEES NAMED 


President Cabaniss Arranges for In- 
vitation to Roosevelt. 


PRESIDENT MAY COME SOUTH 


Fair Racing Committee Is Also Re- 
constructed—Interesting Track 
Programme. 


At a meeting of the directors of the 
Interstate fair held yesterday afternoon 
President H. H.. Cabaniss appointed a 
committee to cooperate with the commit- 
tees from the chamber of commerc® the 
city council and other bodies in extending 
an “invitation to President Roosevelt to 
visit Atlanta during the month of Oc- 


tober. 

This committee, which is composed of 
Robert F. Maddox, F. J. Paxon and F. 
S. Ellis, will work with the other com- 
mittees in urging the president to visit 
Atlanta. 

Macon has extended an invitation to 
the president to visit that city and open 
the National Farmers’ congress, which 
meets there on October 7. If possible the 
fair directors desire to have President 
Roosevelt open the Southern Interstate 
fair in this city on October 8, the day 
after he is expected to be in Macon. The 
railroads have expressed an intention of 
giving a very low rate if this arrange- 
ment can be made and thousands of visi- 
tors are expected to come here to see 
the chief executive. 

During the meeting Mr. Thomas Egles- 
ton tendered his resignation as a member 
of the racing committee on account of 
pressing private business and President 
Cabaniss announced that. the racite com- 
mittee would stand/as follows: J. H. 
Nunnally, F. 8. Elfis and ‘J. K\ Ottley. 
This committee is\expected to \hold a 
meeting at once and\commence preparing 
the programme for the races, as_ letters 
are being received every day from horse 
men all over the country—easking for a 
premium list and programme. 

During the meeting the directors dis- 
cussed thoroughly the ®utlook for the 
fair and the work which has already 
been done. The reports made by all of 
the various subcommittees are very en- 
couraging and the indications are that 
the people in this section will have a 
chance to see the best fair ever held in 
the south. 

The directors believe that the people of 
this section will have’ more money next 
fall than they have had in many years, 
and they look for the attendance to be 
greater by many thousands than it has 
been at any of the preceding fairs. 


WOMEN WANT A CURFEW LAW. 


Resolutions Passed at Meeting of

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HAMMOND GIVEN 
TERM IN PEN 


Sixteen Years Is Sentence of 
Alleged Slayer of Officer 
DeBray. 


COUNSEL AGREE TO VERDICT 
VOLUNTARY MANSLAUGHTER 


Case Was Not Submitted to the Jury. 
Judge Candler Advises Officers 
To Act with Prudence in 
Making Arrests—The 
Proceedings.

A consent verdict of voluntary mane 
slaughter was reached yesterday in the 
tase of Tom Hammond, the negro charg- 
ed with the murder of Policeman E. H. 
DeBray, on June 20, of last year, and 


the prisoner was sentenced to a term of 


sixteen years in the penitentiary. 

Ike Hammond, Oscar Hammond ant 
Jim Erwin. the other three negroes im- 
plicated in the kTiing, .were released On 
their own recognizance, which means 
that the cases against them will be 
@ropped. The tfial] developed no evi- 
dence against them. | 

Solicitor Hill and Attorneys J. D. Kil- 
patrick, C. B. Reynolds, J. W. Moore 
and J. ©. McClellan, representing Tom 
Hammond. agreed to the verdict after the 
evidence of the state was all in and the 
prisoner had made his statement. The 
case was accordingly not submitted to the 
jury. The defefise had announced that it 
would present no testimony. 

In sentencing the defendant, Judge 
Candler also took occasion to direct a 
few remarks to the officers of the law, 
gdvising them to act prudently in the 
matter of making arrests. 

“What I intend to-say now !s for the 
benefit of officers of the law, and is nota 
censure,” said he. “Officers must be 
obedient to the“aw, and must not violate 
the law. A violation on their part often 
gives people the right to do things that 
seem much worse than they really are. 
The evidence in this case shows that 
three men were walking along the street, 
and it is not claimed that they were 
doing wrong, but it is shown that the 
officer stepped out and pulled his pistol 
and told them to stop. There is no law 
to arrest a person for looking bad, and 
had an arrest been made in that instance, 
unless the negroes had done something 
wrong, would have been unlawful. 

“TI would not say anything against 
Officer DeBray. I knew him, and he 
was a good officer. but on that occasion 
he acted imprudently in pulling his pistol 
and exciting the passion of one of the 
men to such an extent that he fired and 
killed him. I think there is no doubt but 
that Hammond did the shooting, and I 
believe the jury will agree with me on 
that point. 

‘Under the law this is a case of vol- 
untary manslaughter, but a bad case. I 
will sentence the defendant to sixteen 
years in the penitentiary.”’ 

Hammond was positively identified as 
the man who did the shooting. The 
prisoner made a vigorous denial, how- 
ever, and claimed that he was at his 
home all during the night of the tragedy, 
The trial was begun Wednesday after- 
noon, the jury being secured at that 
time. 

Evidence in the Case. 

Dr. W. C. Fisher, the county physician, 
described the wound on the body of 
' Officer DeBray and. the range of the 
ball. 

Wade Griffin, colored, saw Tom Ham- 
mond, Ike Hammond, Oscar Hammond 
and Jim Erwin together on the corner 
of Peters and Fair streets about 7 
o'clock on the night of the tragedy. They 
were going in the direction of West End, 
where the officer was killed. 

Cc. W. Crenshaw, a motorman who was 
running a car in West End at the time 
of the killing, next testified. He was an 
eyewitness to the shooting. He stated 
that he saw the officer approach four 
negroes and tell them to stop. He had 
his pistol in his hand. 

“Ty heard Officer DeBray call to the ne- 
groes to stop,’ said he, “and one of 
them kept going. The officer told him 
to stop or he would shoot. The negro 
then said, ‘I'll stop.” The officer ap- 
proached with his pistol in his hand, 
but before hé. reached the né€gro the man 
fired and ran. The officer then firec. The 
negro then turned and fired again. The 
officer fired twice. After the shooting, 
the negro ran past my car, about 6 feet 
from it.’’ 

The defendant was told to gtand vp. 

“Look at that man,” said Solicitor 
Hill. 

“That is the man who did the shoot- 
ing,’’ replied the witness. 

Policeman A. D. Luck next testified. 
Officer DeBray was working on the wit- 
ness’ beat on the night of the tragedy, 
having been on that beat while the wit- 
ness was on his vaca@n. 

The officer visited the scene shortly 
after the shooting. He investigated the 
tase and arrested Tom Hammond. Po- 
iceman Luck found a black cOat and hat 
under the head of Hammond's bed. These 
clothes wére put on the defendant at the 
police station and Witness Crenshaw 
then identified him as the man who did 
the shooting. Hammond told the witness 
his pistol was an Amefican bulldog, and 
was in his trunk. Te witness did not 
find the pistol there, but secured an 
American bulldog from a negro woman 
about a block from Hammond's house. 
The pistol had two empty chambers and 
three cartridges in it. 

Iké Hammond. a brother of Tom, and 
one of the defendants, was brought from 
the prisoner’s room and placed on the 
stand. 

“Were you present at the time Mr. De- 
Bray was killed?” asked the solicitor. 

“Yes, sir.’’ 

“Who did the kiting?” 

*“Tom,”’ was the reply. 

Mr. Kilpatrick brought out on cross 
examination th#® the witness had told 
two other stories about the shooting, and

There 
are 28,000 acres of ground for them to 
graze over, and they are such frugal lit- 
tle beasts that they can pick up livings 
where other animals would starve. They 
eat the foliage of low trees when the 
grass is scanty and even fatten on such 
food. 

The ranch is just the sort that the 
youngest kid intuitively longs for. It cov- 
ers a large part of Glorieta mountain, a 
great elevation east of Santa Fe. It also 
contains Apache canyon, with its precip- 
{tous sides and rocky ledges, along which 
the intrepid quadrupeds skip and climb 
in their careless, break-neck fashion, and 
it is great fun for them, for nothing 
tickles a goat so much as risking - his 
neck, and on the Onderdonk farm he can 
take chances every hour in the day. 

Mr. Onderdonk raises but two kinds of 
goats—Angoras, for their hair, and “Corl- 
entes,” for their skins. The word “Cori- 
entes’’ means simply ‘“‘coarse ones,” and 
it is from the skins of these tougher ani- 
mals that the famous ‘“vici kid’’ goods 
are made, Robert H. Foerderer, of Phila- 
delphia, manufacturer of the ‘“‘vici” leath- 
er. being a partner of Mr. Onderdonk. 

The hair, which grows luxuriantly on 
the Angoras, ig used in many ways, e8s- 
pecially is it valuable in the manufacture 
of mohair goods. The meat of the goat 
is little used by Americans, but the Mex- 
icans, who inhabit the country around 
the Onderdonk ranch are quite fond of 
the meat, and nearly all of it is sold to 
them or exchanged for labor on the 
ranch. 

Onderdonk has been spending part of 
his time at the manufactutory in Phila- 
delphia, and part of it on the ranch. 
Henceforth he will spend most of his time 
in Denver.

Moyers Gets Personal. 

Before the question was put Colonel W. 
T. Moyers secured the floor and spoke in 
favor of the Reed resolution. He de- 
clared that we were already under a 
system where councilmen could go in 
again as aldermen and aldermen as coun- 
cilmen. He stated that the present sys- 
tem was responsible for Frank Rice serv- 
ing in the council for about twenty years, 

Mr. Rice was on his feet in a minuté 
and exclaimed: 

“Well, I never did succeed myself, but 
got out and gave the people a whack 
at me.’’ 

Mr. Moyers continued and said that un- 
der the present system Captain English 
had been on the police poard for twenty- 
one years and that he was twenty-one 
times a better commissioner now than he 
was at first. Mr. Moyers said also that the 
committee had taken every department 
of the city out of the hands of the council] 
and put them in the hands of boards, and 
that it should give the councilmen the 
privilege of succeeding themselves. Whea 
the debate was finally closed and the mo- 
tion put to strike out that part of the 
report which made the members of the 
council ineligible to succeed themselves, 
it was lost by a very decided vote and the 
matter has probably been closed. 

Dr. Longino moved to amend that sec- 
tion of the report which fixed the salary 
of councilmen and aldermen at $300 and 
make it $600 instead. This was also lost 
by a large majority. 

Action on the report of the committee 
on franchises was not taken yesterday. 
In fact, the report was not brought up at 
all, and it is not known when it will come 
up. It seems that same opposition to the 
report has developed and it appears likely 
that when it does come up there wil] be 
another lively debate. 


Two Sections Adopted. 
The following sections are the most 


important ones adopted by the commit- 
tee yesterday. 

Extending the term o? office of the min- 
isterial officers: 

The term of office of ministerial officers, to-

general council a city marshal. He shall be 
separate and distinct from the police force of 
the city. It shall be his duty to collect or 
levy fl. fas. for taxes and fi. fas. for fines, 
advertise and sell property so levied on, and 
make titles to purchases under ordinances of 
the mayor and general council, under the 
same rules and regulations that govern the 
sheriff and his deputies at sheriff's sales. 
On Impeachment. 


The following sections provide for the 
impeachment of the mayor and other city 
officers and constitute something prac- 
tically new, as the section in the present 
charter on impeachment really amounts 
to nothing: 

Section —. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the mayor and 
members of the general council, all members 
of executive boards and all officers of said 
city whether serving with or without compen- 
sation, shal] for any violation of their respec- 
tive oaths of office; for any violation of the 
criminal laws, including any fraudulent mis- 
use or failure to pay over public funds of 
property; or willful failure except for prov- 
idential causes to perform the duties of his 
office; or such private misconduct as renders 
his office a subject of reproach to the pub- 
lic, or makes such officer unfit to discharge 
the duties of his office, and prevents the due 
performance thereof, shall be subject to im- 
peachment. This remedy in behalf of the pub- 
lic by impeachment, shall not take away the 
right and duty of removal in any case else- 
where provided for in this charter, or the law- 
ful ordinances of said city, but shall be cum- 
ulative thereof. Articles of impeachment shall 
be prepared and presented whenever so order- 
ed and in the manner that may be ordered 
by the general council in each case. The gen- 
eral council shall also have power to provide 
by ordinance a remedy under which a suffi- 
cient number of citizens, in the discretion of 
the general council, ‘may present charges 
against any city officer, and shall have power 
to provide a method by which said charges 
may be duly considered by the general coun- 
cil and the question as to whether there exists 
probable cause duly determined, as prelimi- 
nary to placing any such official on trial. 

Section —. Whenever it shall be determined 
by the general council that a trial shall be 
had under articles of impeachment prepared 
as above specified, the city attorney shall 
prosecute in the na@me of the city. 

Section —. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the general council 
of said city shall have the sole right to try 
all impeachments. When sitting for that pur- 
pose, they shall be untér oath or affiliation. 
When the mayor is tried; the judge of the 
city court of Atlanta shall. preside, and no 
person shall be convicted without the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of the members present. 
Judgment in case of impeachment shall not 
extend further than removal and disqualifi- 
cation to hold any office of honor, trust or 
profit under said city, but the party convicted 
shall nevertheless be liable and subject to in- 
dictment, trial and punishment according to 
law. ° 

Committee Still Silent. 

Cne feature of the meeting yesterday 
was the silence of the committee on the 
request of council tnat when the charter 
is complete will be sent to the mayor and 
general council for approval or alteration. 
This request of the council has been be- 
fore the charter committee now for some 
time, but as yet it nas not mentioned it 
at all and the course the committee in- 
tends to pursue {is yet a matter of specu- 
lation. 

It was thought the charter committes 
would ask the council for more time, das 
under the resolution they are supposed to 
be through with their labors by next 
Tuesday. From the way the committee 
is rusning matters at present it-does not 
appear likely that it will ask for any 
extension at ll, but will make an effort 
to have the charter ready by the first 
of the month. The committee meets again 
today at 3:40 o'clock to continue its work, 


ABOUT CHINESE PHYSICIANS. 


Any Man Can Practice Medicine, but 
Not with Safety. 


Chicago Daiiy News: Chinese medical 
men are not compelled to pursue any par- 
ticular course of study and are not able 
to obtain any university degree. Conse- 
quently doctors have no great social 
standing. Medicine may be practiced by 
any one. It is only necessary to hang 
out one’s name as “Dr. Wang’ or ‘Dr. 
Li’ to become a physician. This seems 
easy enough; but doctors are liable to 
heavy penalties in the event of the death 
of a patient. 

Chinese materia medica is extensive and 
nonsensical in the extreme. The native: 
doctors have acquired an empirical 
knowiedge of the action of certain reme- 
dies, notably of several purgatives and 
anodynes; but with no certain methods 
of diagnosis their use of these remedies 
is often fallacious. 

A Chinese doctor feels the pulse in 
both wrists. He places three fingers of 
his right hand over the radial artery of 
first one arm and then the other. In the 
first arm he says he can tell by his first 
finger the condition of the spleen, which 
is very important. The second finger 
tells him the condition of the lungs and 
the third the state of the liver. On the 
other arm he detects in Nke manner the 
diseases of the heart, kidneys and 
stomach. He leaves the brain, the arte- 
ries, venous and nervous systems entire- 
ly out of consideration, as his books do 
not tell him anything about such sys- 
tems. The pulse and the pulse alone, to 
his mind, is an Indication of the locality 
of the disease. It is not at all uncom- 
mon for women patients to thrust an 
afm out from the curtained bed that the 
physician may feel the pulse and make 
his diagnosis on‘ that basis alone. If the 
patient recovers the doctor is credited 
with the cure; if the patient dies he is 
accused of murder. Remedies must pro- 
duce immediate favorable results or the 
doctor is dismissed and a new one em- 
ployed. I have known of eleven doctors 
being sent for in one day. The patient In 
this case pulled through after tak §@« 
eleven doses, the last doctor, of course, 
getting the credit of the cure. 

Several years go I was called to see 
the little 6-months-old grandson of the 
governor of Pekin. “he cmid was in con- 
vulsions from having eaten a quantity of 
indigest¥ble material, when it had only 
two or three teeth. Bach one of @ number 
of Chimese doctors had poured down the 
infant’s throat, without effect, some do- 
coction of nastiness, the dose of which 
was powdered scorpions’ tails. By meang 
of chloroform, a hot hath, ice to-the head 
and other remedies I managed to bring 
the infant around, much to the joy of hig 
grandfather. If the child had died I 
would have been dDlamed with killing him, 
wepecialiy as I had dared to use ice, a 
‘emedy tha* the Chinese doctor not only 
foes not use, mt condemns as the cause 
of many fata! flinesses. ‘

IN THE VARSITY RACE 


Blue Oarsmen Lead by Four Boat Lengths--Har- 
vard Wins the Four’ Oared Race--Dead-Heat 
in the Freshmen’s Race. 


New London, June 26.—Rowing within 

ten seconds of record: time,‘ the Yale 
‘varsity crew thfs afternoon lowered the 
colors of the fastest eight that Harvard 
has yet produced. Yale won four boat 
lengths. Yale’s time was 20:20, Harvard's 
20.23. 
“In the four-oared race the colors of 
Harvard were borne to the front. The 
Cambridge crew won by two and one- 
half lengths 

<n the freshman race Yale’s crew led 
Over the last mile until within a few 
feet of the finish, where the Harvard 
crew, by a magnificent spurt, jumped 
their shell up even with the Blues. The 
judges were compelled to decide the race 
& draw. Z 
Twenty-five thousand persons saw the 
Fiis row to victory in the big ‘varsity 
race. President Roosevelt srw the fin- 
ish of all three races from aboard the 
Dolphin. 

Rough water necessitated the postpone- 
ment of the ’varsity race from 4 until 6 
o’clock. “The ‘varsity four-oared race 
was rowed a few minutes before 3 o'clock. 
The wind at this time was blowing a 
gale and Referée William A. Meikleham 
decided to postpone the freshman race 
and also to postpone the ‘’varsity race. 

Harvard Leads at Start. 

Sust before 6 o'clock the referee notified 

the crews to get ready. At 6:09 o’clock 
the pistol was fired. Harvard got the 
best of the start, and in ten strokes had 
the nose of her shell a quarter of a 
length ahead of the Blues’ boat. The 
Crimsons’ eight had. the best water over 
the first quarter mile. 
“Haryard starteé at 36 strokes to ‘the 
minute, Yale at 32. By the end of the 
first half mile Harvard had dropped her 
stroke to 34, while Yale still held hers 
at 32. At the haKk-mile flag the boats 
were almcst even. The watches on the 
referee’s boat recorded Yale’s time for 
this half mile at 2:291-2, Harvard at 
2:293-4. Yale had cut down Harvard’s 
lead while rowing from two to four less 
Strokes to the minute. 

Over the next half mile the race was a 
desperate struggie. Yale reached the first 
mile flag in 5:04, two seconds behind 
Harvard. The.Elis were two-thirds of a 
length ahead. Yale had dronped her 
Stroke to 31 per minute and Harvard had 
let dow®m to 32. From the end of the first 
mile to the mile and a half flag the boats 
scarcely changed positions. Harvard 


raised her stroke one point and so did 
Yale. The Blue shell finished the mile 
and a half in 7:37, Harvard in 7:39 1-2. 
Over this distance Yale had gained but 
half a second. 

Harvard dropped her stroke back to 22, 
and now the two strokes swung in exact 
unison. But al] the while the Yale shell 
kept creeping a little bit ahead. At the 
2-mile flag Yale was leading Harvard 
by four’ seconds. Yale’s time was 10:11, 
Harvard's 10:15. Yale. picked up another 
second between the 2-mile and the two- 
and-a-half-mile flags. Yale’s time for the 
two and a half miles was 12:12, Harvard's 
12:17. 

Yale in the Lead. 

Over the next half mile the Blues’ 
crew picked up one more second. At 
the 3-mile flag Yale led by two good 
lengths, her time being 15:10 and Har- 
vard's ~#5:16. Yale did her work with 
more ease than Harvard. 

‘At the three-andea-half-mile flag Yale 
was 9 full seconds ahead of Harvard. 
Yale’s time was 17:40, Harvard’s 17:49. 

It was now a spurt for the last half 
mile of the race. The Harvard coxewain 
made a bad mess of his steering over this 
last half mile of fhe race; Harvard was 
plucky despite the fact that she was 
far behind. It was only a question of 
how many lengths Yale would have at 
the finish. Suddenly ths flag dropped 
for Yale. 

The Blues’ time was 20:20, just 10 sec- 
onds slower t&an the record made by the 
famous Yale crew of 1888. 

Harvard's time was 20:33, which gave 
to Yale the victory for four good boat 
lengths. 

Just es the finish flag fell and Yale's 
men stopped rowing, Daly, the 
bow in the Yale boat, dropped limp over 
the side of the shell. It looked as though 
he would fall over board before Water- 
man, at No. 2, could throw water on him 
and revive him. Harvard's oarsmer wer3 
literally puniped out at the finish. 

The freshman race from thé start to 
finish was one of the grandest fights 
ever seen on the river between freshmen 
crews. 

When the flags at the finish dropped, 
no one could tell which had dropped 
first. The watches made it a dead heat 
in 10:13, and a moment later the judges 
announced that the race was a draw. 
The Yale freshmen had rowed the 2 
miles in just two seconds slower time 
than the Yale ‘varsity. The four-oared 
race was a victory for Harvard from 
the start. The Harvard four got the 
lead at the crack of the pistol, and never

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POSTAL'S SCOOP 


Postal’s General Superintendent Dis. 
cusses Big Telegraph -Deal. 


GOES INTO EFFECT JULY 1 


Is a Result of the Fight Between the 
Vanderbilt and the Gould: Roads. 
Passenger Men Returned 
Yesterday—Other Rail- 
way News. 


— 


The scoop of the Pennsylvania by the 
Postal Pelegraph-Cable Company, which 
was announced in The Constitution ex- 
clusively last Tuesday, arouses much in- 
terest in Atlanta among railroad men and 
the local officials of the telegraph com- 
panies. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
General Superintendent C. C. Adams, of 
the Postal company, ‘sald: 

“By the agreement the Postal company 
acquires the exclusive right to transact 
commercial telegraph business on the 
lines of the Pennsylvania east of Pitts- 
burg and Erie and to string wires on the 
company’s poles and rights of way. The 
agreement is to go into effect on July 1. 
The terms of the agreement were settled 
by the officers of the eompany on June Ji, 
but only ratified by the directors of the 
Pannsylvania a few ddys ago.”’ 

“This is the biggest deal ever known in 
telegraph affairs. It will put the Postal 
on 4,745 miles of railroad and will add 
over $700,000 to the yearly income of that 
company. It is understood that agree- 
ments covering the Pennsylvania lines 
west of Bittsburg will be put Into effect 
on the expiration of existing contracts 
with the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. 

“: tie change of the Pennsylvania from 
the Western Union to the Postal is an 
interesting result of the fight between 
the Vanderbilt and the Gould roads. Fol- 
lowing the fight of the Wabash to énter 
Pittsburg and the purchase of the West- 
ern Maryland by the Gould interests Is 
universally reeognized as a_ stroke of 
retaliation on the part of the Vanderbilt 
interests since the Western Union is 
largely controlled by the Goulds. 

‘the Postal company by this deal gains 
its first large railway system. Hereto- 
fore it has been an outsider with all the 
important railreads. It is rumored that 
in the near future the Postal will get 
several] prominent southern roads, That 
company is now constructing a copper 
liné between Atlanta and Charlotte and 
will soon begin the construction of a sys- 
tem of lines covering fF lorida.”’

‘Some Practical Problems in Sociology 
Shown by Study of the Southern Negro,” 
and his treatment of the subject was 
practical and plain-spoken. 

He showed by statistics that diseases 
were weakening the physical, mental and 
moral stability of the negro race. He 
attributed the cause of the spread of 
these diseases among them to the con- 
gregation of such large numbers in thé 
city centers. He also pointed out the 
danger that must follow the use of the 
opium and cocaine by the negro. He 
closed by saying that he was neither an 
alarmist nor a pessimist, but a true friend 
to the honest and honorable negroes who 


were striving for the betterment of the 
race. 


Rev. C. B. Wilmer Speaks. 

Rev. C. B. Wilmer, of Atlanta, address- 
ed the society on “The Race Probiem of 
the South.’’ Mr. Wilmer defined the race 
problem as the question, how, under ex- 
| isting conditions, to adjust matters in- 
dustrial, educational and political so as 
to give every man justice, and thus en- 
able us to live in peace and harmony. 
He then divided the topic into two parts, 
the first relating to the negro and the 
second to the white race. 

Taking up the negro first he showed 
that slavery, whatever its faults, had tak- 
en savages and’ brought them alongside 
a relatively Christian civilization; had 
taught them the worship of the true God, 
taught them obedience, and taught them 
labor. He showed that it was still the 
duty of the white man to do all in his 
power to uplift the negro lest he, being 
polluted, pollute others also. 

Another strong paper read before the 
scciety was that of Miss Ida Compton, 
of this city, on “The Physical Training 
of Children,” in which she showed that 
physical training was necessary both to 
their mental and their moral well-being. 

Rev. H. S. Bradley, Rev. W. D. Upshaw 
and others discussed these papers fully. 

A committee was appointed to organize 
local branches of the society in each of 
the larger towns of the state to cooper- 
ate with the state organization in pushing 
the work of the society.
